Royal School of ines. 
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PROF, SMYTH’S LECTURES ON MINING—No., IV, 
[BY OUR SPECIAL REPORTER.] 

There is, perhaps, no subject on which a greater amount of matter 
has been written than on mineral veins, but as a rule this is so scat- 
tered among various publications that it is difficult to meet with it, 
In some works, however, a great deal has been collected, for exam- 
ple, in the “ Geological Report on Cornwall and Devon,” by Sir H, 
De la Beche, and also in his later work, the “ Geological Observer,” 
Then papers by Mr. Henwood, principally to be found in the “Trans- 
actions of the Royal Geological Society of Cornwall.” Other works 
recommended for general or special study are—Foster’s | Sections 
of Strata” (for the North of England); Fairey’s “‘ Report on Derby- 
shire ;” Lonsdale Bradley on “ Veins of Swaledale” (for the York- 
shire veins); Wallace’s “ Lead Veins of Alston Moor;” J. A. Phillips’s 
“ Mining of Gold and Silver;” Brough Smyth’s “ Gold Mining in 
Victoria ;’ Whitney’s “ Metallic Wealth of the United States ;” J. D, 
Hague on “ Mining Wealth of the 48th Parallel” (for Nevada) ; Prof, 
Von Cotta’s “ Gang Studien,” and Mineral Deposits ; and Moissenet’s 
“Etudes des Filons de Cornouailles.” 

A great deal of what I have to lay before you with regard to these 
veins may appear to be very simple, and obtainable very readily by 
a view of the mine; but the fact is that in the case of all, except 
the freshly broken rock, and especially since the use of gunpowder 
for blasting, the walls and other parts are so coated with a dark 
slimy film, that it is only by means of laboriously clearing a new 
face, and spending a considerable amount of time, that one who has 
not had very considerable experience can observe many of these 
things for himself. I mentioned in my last lecture that one of the 
principal features of lodes which we have to study is their extreme 
variability; we have hitherto examined, however, only the varia- 
tion in breadth and character. I mentioned that in some we could 
see nothing which we might regard as a kind of arrangement, that 
there were others in which we could make out, either in whole or 
in part of the lode, that it runs into bands forming a ribboned lode; 
in others we meet with a brecciated structure, which reveals to us 
the movement which must have taken place in the lode itself, as 
well as in the country. In addition to this one has also to notice 
whether there is, on the large scale, any relation between such 
changes within the walls and the richness and poorness of the lode, 
In large lodes we shall often find that they are occupied by what 
we may conceive to be masses of the adjoining ground which have 
broken into the lode while it was an open fissure. Thus, in follow- 
ing a vein having a certain width we find it at a particular point 
beginning to open out, and a mass of rock commencing, perhaps, 
with quite a wedge end, dividing the vein into two, much in the 
same way as the parting in a bed of coal or ironstone. Such a lode, 
in the language of the miners, ‘‘ takes horse,” the mass of rock be- 
tween being called by thema “horse.” It may be that the vein is 
workable on both sides, in other cases the richer portion is all en 
one side; if we work round the horse we must be careful to pro- 
vide for the safety of the men beneath this suspended mass. Some- 
times the name horse is given to the mass of the lode when it is 
valueless. It is usual to term the whole of the material contained 
in the walls of the lode the veinstuff, or lode stone, or matrix; the 
term gangue is often used in many books to signify the non-metal- 
liferous material which is mixed with the metallic substance, The 
miners have a variety of names for these materials: the term spar 
is given by them to non-metallic material of light colour, calc spar, 
&c., quartz is termed hard spar; the term prian is used for light 
clayey substances resembling kaolin, and this passing into a yellow- 
ish or darkish colour is termed flookan. In the North of England 
the term douk is applied to similar material in the lead mines, and 
it is there of great importance on account of the marked appearance 
of the lode in such ground. 

In dealing with the deposits containing tin we shall find a much 
larger variety of associated minerals than in deposits of any other 
kinds of ore, It has been observed long since—by Elie de Beau- 
mont first, I believe—that about 48 out of the 64 known elementary 
substances occur in tin mines—in combination, of course—thus 
giving rise to a great variety of minerals; and this is a point of 
some importance to the explorer, because when he comes on certain 
of these which he knows to be associates of the ore of which he is 
in search he is encouraged to proceed. Among the many minerals 
one is in the habit of meeting with under these circumstances may 
be mentioned cale spar, quartz, and fluor spar commonly; some- 
times orthoclase felspar, pale or reddish; mica very frequently, 
topaz, apatite, beryl, schorl abundantly, both iron and copper py- 
rites, mispickel, wolfram notably, and molybdenite. In some cuses 
you have a far larger number of these present than in others; thus 
while, on the one hand, in the lead veins of a district like Flintshire 
you find nothing but galena, calc spar, and a yellow clay, on the 
other hand in such districts as those of Saxony, Harz, Cornwall, &¢, 
you meet with a wonderful variety of different mineral species 
It is a very notable matter that as you follow a lode along its 
course of direction it will be found to vary, not only in magnitude 
but in general character and richness of deposits. Masses of i.) 
are called bunches if short, if of great length they are courses, ! 
very irregular all round they are called squats, or pockets, the cor 
responding Spanish term being bonanza. If you havea tolerably 
regular vein it would be said to bea shoot of ore dipping in each & 
direction, if extended more in height than length it would be calle 
a pipe, or shoot (chute in California, or chimney).

A prudent miner 
will endeavour while taking away the ore from the points already 
discovered to drive out his feelers, in order to discover others in 
diferent parts, and not wait until the first areexhausted. In many 
of our mines where the working has to been carried on in a spirited 
manner, the levels have been driven through such dead work be- 
tween the deposits for distances of from 20 to 120fms. And in 
driving through such dead work constant watch must be kept for 
the mine beginning to be “quick,” as indicated by specks of ore, 
sometimes by a change of ground, sometimes by the appearance of 
minerals which are known to associate with the ore. Of course, it 
jgan interesting enquiry as to how far we may have to drive before 
meeting with the ore again, how far the shoots occupy a definite 

ition. 

In some parts, as in Flintshire, Denbighshire, Durham, and Cum- 
perland, we shall find that the deposits depend on a change in the 
nature of the rock, in other cases this is far less assured. Miners 
gre always anxious to try to explain the depositions in some way 
or other as a guide for future operations, and they often try to see 
some parallelism between the joints, or the cleavage, or stratifica- 
tion, but we must be on our guard not to conclude too hastily, or 
to force ourselves to believe in some particular theory merely for 
the sake of coming to some conclusion. There are some features to 
be observed where a lode passes across the junction of two rocks, 
where, for instance, we have it in the rocks commonly met with in 
(ornwall and Devon—granite below and slate rock above. We 
qnnot study this better than in the curious Levant Mine, in the 
arish of St. Just, opened under the Atlantic Ocean, and of which 
we have a representation of a vertical section here. You will ob- 
serve that the ore has been removed in irregular masses, those being 
the richer portions, and the surrounding parts being not sufficiently 
rich for working, according to the price of ore at that particular 
time; but when for a reason like that any portion is left it is ne- 
cessary that the manager should keep the circumstances in mind, 
in order that the men may return to it again if a change in the 
market render it profitable. The ore, as you see, occurs in both 
slate and granite, and especially near the junction of the two, but 
you may notice that after the levels have been carried into the 
granite 30 or 40fms, they have been abandoned as unproductive, 
and the workings have been extended chiefly in the direction of the 
slate: it isin this manner that the workings have been driven into 
the sea. I might mention that this mine is notable for the depth— 
300fms.—to which the workings have been extended. Although 
the direction of the lodes is subject to considerable variation, as is 
readily seen when carefully traced and mapped, yet there is a re- 
markable degree of parallelism of the lodes in different districts to 
one another, and this is especially the case if we confine our atten- 
tion to lodes bearing the same class of mineral. In Cornwall they 
run, with a few exceptions, E.N.E. and W.S.W., bearing copper and 
tin, so that we shall have a definite direction in which to follow out 
our search: other veins, deviating from the general direction to 20° 
or 30°, are called caunter lodes. Inthe North of England it is usual 
for the lodes to run E. and W., and the term “right running lodes” 
js then applied to them. In Saxony there is a similar set of E. and 
W. lodes, together with others having different directions. Gener- 
ally speaking, the caunter lodes have different contents from the 
main or champion lodes, There are also other veins running at 
tight angles to the general direction of the district, they are then 
called cross crosses. 

The next point to notice is that the lodes do not run very regular 
forlong distances, although occasionally they may be traced for a 
long distance with walls as smooth as the walls of this building. 
Itis held by careful miners that a great deal depends upon the vari- 
ations in the direction of the vein, and that a deviation of a few 
degrees may affect materially the productivenecs of the lodes in 
these portions. You may see this exemplified in this plan of the 
Doleoath Mine. We shall, however, examine this question more 
carefully hereafter. There are some few cases where the lode turns 
round through a great angle, but these are very exceptional; at 
Berehaven, in the extreme west of Ireland, is a very remarkable 
case, the lode there found being something like a right angle, and 
is, in fact, compared by the miners to the handle of a winch. Again, 
in some districts the lodes have a tendeney to be small, and to become 
reduced to small strings; in these districts, as a rule too, they are 
very irregular, so that your discovery of riches in one place cannot 
be depended upon as likely to lead you to anything of the same 
wrta little distarce off. The veins of our western districts are 
charged with being of this character, but among the St. Just veins 
areapt to run small, These have been opened from 10 to 12 ft. in 
the Levant Mine, and from 12 to 18 ft. in the Botallack Mine. In 
the eastern parts of Cornwall and Devon the veins may be followed 
for two or three miles, and may be seen at their ends to ramify and 
become lost in the country. If we cross the Channel into South 
Wales we shall find that much the same holds good ; on the narrow 
strip of mountain limestone in that district the lodes are not usually 
traceable for more than from 4 to 2 miles, but the cross-courses may 
be traced (in the direction of the longest extension of the formation) 
for 12 or 14 miles. Of the North of England, again, much the same 
may be said; a vein near Richmond, in Yorkshire, is said to extend 
for 30 miles, but I doubt whether this is quite correct. A vein may 
cease as an individual vein, and some distance further on another 
vein having the same course (and perhaps due to the same sort of 
condition) may be found and be mistaken for the first. Asa general 
tule, those largely worked in foreign districts have not been trace- 
able for any great distances; those of Freiberg, for instance, being 
6 to 8 miles long in some cases, 3 to 4in others; and powerful lodes 
of Schemnitz and other districts in Hungary are traceable, many of 
them fro n 2 to, at the outside, 44 miles. In California it was stated 
that some were traceable for 200 to 300 miles, but this is not upheld 
by careful examination; there is one notable one, however—vena 
madre—which exists as 4 single fissure for 30 miles, Sometimes, in 
working’these lodes you come to an endsuddenly, without sign of any 
dislocation, and often on digging down you come to the commence- 
ment of another lode under the end of the former, and continued in 
much the same direction. We can conceive that both of them were 
dus to one cause, that it is merely a continuance of the tension of 
the ground which caused another fissure in the same line. A vein 
Which can be traced for a considerable distance is called a “ master 
lode,” or in the Spanish fi/on maestro. Some lodes are repeated at 
different levels, and certainly itis usually the case that the character 
ofthe ground is propagated downwards, and in all vein mining the 
nen look naturally to the shoot being extended downwards rather 
than horizontally. And in extending the works downwards, if the 
ore at the lower levels occupies a broader basis than in the higher, 
We may look to its being continued downwards further, and the 
leverse if it gruws narrow; the displacement, too, of the main mass 
ofthe ore to one side or the other will determine the extension of 
the works in that direction.

Procating vertical rods carried up through guides on the upper longitudinal 
May or rail of the side standards and actaa by anti-friction pulleys at their 
pper ends worked by internal hollow eccentrics or scroll cams (keyed on an over 
revolving shaft), which lift the longitudinal bar and rammers to their ex- 

height each revolution of the actuating shaft, and allow them to fall with 
their whole weight upon the sand between the bars of the moulding box, the hard- 
















































































ness of the mould being regulated by the weight of the said falling parts, and the

HYDRAULIC GoLD MinING.—Last week we enquired—Why did 
the Big Blue River die, and leave nothing but its gravel and its gold 
to tell the story of its existence and its greatness? The main cause 
must have been the subsequent rise of the Sierra Nevada. Suppose 
that a range of mountains 7000 ft. high were upheaved 30 miles east 
of the Mississippi; that the bed of that stream were on the mountain 
side 3000 ft. above the sea, and that 30 miles west the country re- 
tained its present level, the result would be that the present Missis- 
sippi would soon be a “dead river ;” it would be cut across by 
streams running down the mountain side, and pouring into a new 
Mississippi 30 miles or more west of the present one. It isknown 
that the Sierra Nevada has been upheaved; that a large stream ran 
on what is now the mountain side, and that it has been succeeded 
by a new river farther west, and it must be inferred that the death 
of the old and the birth of the new river was caused by the up- 
heaval. Many of the hills crossed by the Big Blue are capped with 
lava or basalt, which covered much of the country from near the 
summit of the range to about 3000 ft.above the sea. It seems, then, 
that the river filled its bed with gravel, the mountains began to rise, 
and volcanos broke out along the divide; the lava ran down and 
covered the land to the line of the “dead river” and beyond it; the 
mountain rose still higher, and the waters running down their sides 
cut through the lava and made deep canyons, and washed away 
two-thirds or three-fourths of the “ dead river,” and scattered its 
gold among the living waters. The descent of 33 ft. per mile ob- 
served between Little Grizzly and Forest Hill would make a terrific 
current in a stream half-a-mile wide. The Sacramento is a lively 
river, yet its grade is only 5 ft. ina mile. Butno ordinary current 
could have carried the large quartz boulders of the Big Blue Lead from 
distant regions, and distributed them evenly over the river bed. It 
is possible, however, in the lifting up of the mountains the relative 
elevations have been altered, and that the present grade differsfrom 
that of the Big Blue while it wasalive. A question suggests itself 
whether the great “dead river” was the predecessor of any livestream, 
but to this no satisfactory answer can now be given, and it is doubt- 
ful whether even time or research will ever furnish one. The Big 
Blue was parallel to the Sacramento, and has to a certain extent 
been succeed:d by it, but it drained a much larger district than 
the Sacramento does, or the rainfall of the couutry was much greater 
in the era of its existence. The Sacramento does not carry one- 
fourth of the water which ran into the Big Blue, probably not one- 
tenth. If we could ascertain that the quantity of rain has notaltered 
then we would be justified in presuming that the Columbia river, 
which would about fill the bed of the Big Blue, instead of turning 
westward at Walla-Walla originally continued southward, until the 
lifting up Sharston and Lassen, and the adjacent ridges stopped its 
course, and compelled it to break through the Cascade ranges of the 
Dalles. With our present limited knowledge we are not justified 
in calling the Big Blue either the dead Sacramento or the dead Co- 
lumbia. Some people have argued that the Big Blue Lead never 
was a river, but only a lacustrine or alluvial deposit. This theory, 
however, is untenable. The Big Blue Lead has all the marks which 
a ‘dead river” should have, 

BLvE TENT CONSOLIDATED (HYDRAULIC) GOLD.—The announce- 
ment made last week that washing operations had been commenced 
may be confidently accepted as the commencement of a long and 
steady career of prosperity. Heretofore the heavy and costly works 
have really been of a preliminary character, although permanently 
advantageous to the future success of the enterprise. The com- 
pletion of an aqueduct of more than 39 miles in length is of itself 
an important work. At great cost, and not without considerable 
difficulty, this “ ditch” is now beginning to convey to the extensive 
group of gold claims a supply of water suflicient not only for all 
purposes of the property, but a surplus, for which there is a ready 
market at a value ensuring the company a continuous and inde- 
pendent revenue. We have hitherto so fully dilated upon the 
extent and value of this property that it is only necessary now 
to refer to the computation which has been made by respectable 
authorities (who have inspected the claims) in order to show that 
washing operations upon a commensurate scale cannot possibly fail 
to secure highly profitable results. One of the most experienced

ARGENTINE (Gold).—Those who have followed our remarks dur- 
ing the last few weeks upon this property will be fully prepared 
for the announcement made by the commissioner that ‘the mines, 
taken as a whole, are no speculation, and require only to be put 
in thorough working order and systematically laid out and ener- 
getically worked to make them pay rich and lasting profits.” It 
may be useful to state thatat Piqué there is one main lode and seve- 
ral cross lodesrunning east and west, the gold ores make in shoots 
and swells in the lodes, sometimes entirely detached and sometimes 
joining each other. The lode at the bottom of Piqué, a depth of 
43 fms. from surface, dips west, and is exposed for a horizontal 
length of 14 fms., composed principally of auriferous gossan and 
pyrites.

163, per ounce, making the total 
value of the gold extracted out of 23 tons 8 cwts. of ore equal to 
149/. These figures speak for themselves as to the value of tlie bot- 
tom part of the Piqué. Allowing a large margin for possible fall- 
ing off in values, and for difficulties in getting the ore to surface 
profitably, there is estimated to be at least 50,000 tons of available 
ore that can be profitably taken away. The gold obtained from 
Piqué is worth 3/. 16s, per ounce, but the average obtained from all 
the other parts of the mine has not realised so much, having been 
derived from the refuse ores of the old workers.

Stock EXCHANGE GENERAL MARKRFTS.—The commercial ex- 
pediency on the assumed political exigency of the purchase by the 
British Government of the Khedive’s interest in the Suez Canal has 
no concern for us. It appears, however, no reversionary rights have 
been transferred, and that at the end of the term of the concession 
the canal reverts to the Egyptian Government; this qualification, 
added to the fact as to the voting power—no one proprietor having 
more than ten votes—reduce very much the international import- 
ance of the transaction, and foreign Governments will find it diffi- 
cult to make it the subject of even diplomatic correspondence. 
More important to us is the compliance of our Government with 
the request of the Viceroy in the selection of a person of experience 
and character to assist in placing Egyptian finances upon a sound 
footing. Afew weeks since we wrote that all concerned should be 
aware of operations based on prices established under the influence of 
panic, and that there was no ground for the worst rumours then so 
actively circulated, although the effect was to force down values 
much below the intrinsic worth of the respective securities ; we added 
that “ purchasers can hardly fail to make advantageous investments 
at the (then) present time.” Since these remarks appeared the prices 
of nearly all prominent securities have advanced under the double 
action of the closing of still outstanding accounts for the fall and of 
purchases for investment and speculation. These remarks apply to 
Government stocks and railways; both descriptions are now in fa- 
vour, thus forming a striking contrast with the gloomy feelings 
which were all prevalenta short time since. The important advance 
that has taken place in the Turkish 1871 (Egyptian Tribute Loan) 
is traceable to the statement that the tribute from Egypt is being 
regularly remitted to the Bank of England, and not filtered through 
Turkish hands, and that there is no indication of any intention on 
the part of the Porte to interfere with its legitimate appropriation 
to the loans raised upon its hypothecation. The position of Turkish 
affairs appears to be such that the payment of the coupons and 
drawn bonds approaching maturity in the manner decreed at 
Constantinople is likely to be promptly made. With regard to 
& permanent arrangement of the debt, the scheme in negociation 
by the several bondholders’ committees seems likely to meet with 
general approval. The plan involves the reduction of the amount 
of the debt by 84,000,000/., and of the annual charge by 5,000,000/, 
This is arrived at by writing down the amount of each loan to about 
10 per cent. above the issue price. The debt of Turkey would then 
be 112,000,000/., and the annual charge 7,000,000/. Of the ability of 
the Turkish revenue to bear this burden there can be no doubt, 
Peruvian stocks have fluctuated considerably, which has given rise 
to a fresh stock of rumours regarding the guano contract. 








NICKEL MINING IN NEW CALEDONIA. 


Reference was made in the Mining Journal a few weeks since to 
the formation of an Anglo-French company for working an exten- 
sive nickel, cobalt, and chrome iron deposit at Mont d’Or, Noumea, 
New Caledonia, and it is gratifying to learn that the enterprise has 
been well received by capitalists, no less than two-thirds of the 
30,0007. asked for having already been subscribed by the imme- 
diate friends of the promoters. It will readily be understood that 
the remunerative character of all undertakings of this class is in 
a great measure dependent upon the facilities for getting the ore to 
market, for it is well known that many extremely rich deposits are 
so inconveniently situated that their profitable development under 
existing circumstances is practically impossible. It has already 
been mentioned that in the case of the Percy AND KELLY NICKEL, 
CoBALT, AND CHROME IRON MINING CoMPANY great facilities 
exist for the shipment of ore, for the Government Surveyor states 
that it can be conveyed from the mine by a tramway 1800 yards 
long, on an incline to the water’s edge, and the Government Sur- 
veyor for the Blackwood division, Ballarat district, Victoria, who 
has examined the property, remarks that he looks upon the situa- 
tion of the property—on the western slope of the Grand Mont d'Or, 
with a gentle slope to the Boulari river—as being next to the value 
of the mine of the greatest importance. He explains that the com- 
pany has the advantage of a safe and secure anchorage in Boulari 
Bay against the prevailing storms, 

He states that on examining the property he found large nickel 
outcrops in different places, the largest of which he has indicated ; 
he directs special attention to a couple of the more prominent, re- 
marking that one very good indication—and without which he 
has never seen any nickel mine of value—is the enormous outcrop 
of what is termed nickel stone which abounds in the claim, and 
covers a very large surface of ground; it seemsthat the reason this 
particular rock is termed nickel stone is that where it occurs the 
nickel ore is alwaysfound. The Boulari river, about 600 vards from 
the northern boundary of the claim, could be made available in the 
event of works being established. All the nickel appears to run 
into the mount, and the lodes can be followed by means of tunnel- 
ling in any part, the lowest estimate being about 300 ft., and the 
summit of the mountain in the claim about 1500 ft. above the sea 
level. Ata distance of about two miles from the property is the 
termination of the Noumea and St. Louis’road,a Government road 
kept by prison labour in splendid order, and which is abo. t being 
continued so as to pass, it is expected, close to the boundary, This 
will enable the company, when it may be deemed necessary to for- 
ward the ore direct by land the 12 miles to Noumea, which will, of 
course, be an additional advantage to them. 

It appears that the only three concessions granted are held by the 
Grand Mont d’Or, the Percy and Kelly, and the Canadian Companies 
respectively, and that although the first may be, perhaps, the best 
with regard to value of ore any supposed difference is considered to 
be fully compensated by the superior mining and shipping facilities 
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which the Percy and Kelly possesses, The shareholders will have 
no necessity to wait for results since it is mentioned that the works 
are being carried on under the direction of Mr. Percy, nine men being 
at work. As far as position is concerned, this claim certainly has the 
advantage of all others, a good road being made by the convicts is fast 
towards completion. The present workings are not more than ten 
minutes walk from the back of Mr. Percy’s house, with a gentle 
slope; I should say that the workings are not more than 250ft. above 
the sea level. A river runs at the bottom by which the ore can be 
conveyed by punt to the mouth, thence by cutter to Noumea, a dis- 
tance of about nine miles. This mine is the nearest one to Mont 
d’Or and to Noumea, either by land or water. He saw on this claim 
large quantities of surface nickel, and on the top of the mountain 
huge deposits of chrome iron. In the cutting to the reef enormous 
boulders of tickel ore have been met with, some of which had to be 
left standing, showing good nickel. He estimated the quantity 
stacked about 10 tons—say, about 6 or 7 per cent. ore. Mr. Percy 
intends, when he cuts the reef at present visible—say, 20 ft. from the 
cutting—to drive on the reef, and get out a large quantity of good 
ore for shipment to Belgium. He was forcibly struck while on this 
claim with the fine body of Lifu men at work, some of them of Her- 
culean models. The manager seemed well pleased with them, and 
he was rather astonished at the handy manner they worked the pick 
and shovel. He considers, without making any invidious compa- 
risons, this claim ranks second only to the Grand Mont d’Or. 

The value of the ore obtained from the Percy and Kelly property 
has already been stated in the Mining Journal, but the exact posi- 
tion of the concern will, perhaps, be better understood when it is 
stated that the company have a market for their ore at 24/. per ton, 
and that the cost of raising and sending to port similar ore from 
the adjoining mine is 3/, 10s. per ton, so that there is a very large 
margin for profits. No time will be lost in putting up the necessary 
reduction works, and it is considered that when this is done the pro- 
fits of the enterprise will be largely augmented. The dressed ore ap- 
— to average about 15 per cent.,and as the French Government 

ave offered great encouragement for developing the mine by de- 
manding as royalty only 2 per cent. on the pure metal obtained, or 
upon ascertained value of the ore raised, there is certainly a good 
field for enterprise. Chrome ore has also been found in large quan- 
tities encased in the nickel ore, an assay by Prof. Liversidge showing 
the chrome iron to contain 46°80 per cent. of chromium sesqui- 
oxide = 32:11 per cent. of metallic chromium, There isasufficiency 
of native labour available, and provisional arrangements have al- 
ready been entered into for the erection of the nickel works, so that 
it is fairly anticipated that the capitalists who have embarked their 
money in the concern will receive a very ample return, 








FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


Official data which have appeared during the last few days illus- 
trate the depression in which the French iron trade has lingered on 
this year, Thus theimports of pig into France in the first 10 months 
of this year exceeded by 32,000 tons the corresponding imports in 
the corresponding period of 1874; the increase observable in these 
imports continued in October, but it did not present any additional 
importance, but rather diminished than otherwise. The total ex- 

rts of pig from France presented, on the other hand, a decrease of 

1,000 tons in the first 10 months of this year. The aspect of the 
French iron trade has experienced scarcely any change; general de- 
pression is still the order of the day. Steel is still, however, in some 
request. The forges which apply themselves to the production of 
this metal have not suffered much from the crisis in metallurgical 
affairs, notwithstanding the persistent attempts which have been 
made to reduce the price of steel. The French Naval and Railway 
Blast-Furnaces and Steelworks is not able, however, to give its 
shareholders any dividend for 1874-5, A compressed-air engine is 
stated to have been successfully introduced upon one of the Parisian 
tramways—from Courbevoie to the Arc de Triomphe. The munici- 
pality of Bucharest has concluded a contract with the Fives Lille 
Company for the reparation and equipment of the Central Hall at 
that town; the amount of this contract is 56001. 

The Belgian coal trade has been very quiet during the last few 
days. Coal for coke and rolling-mills has been in great demand; 
but, on the other hand, household coal has been in a little more re- 
quest. Prices have generally exhibited little variation, although 
some concessions have been made in contracts concluded under 
special circumstances, At Liége the coal trade is in a by no means 
prosperous condition, as Westphalian coal threatens a severe com- 
petition. Westphalian gas coal is offered at Liége at 16s, per ton. 
Coke has made 16s, to 17s. 8d. per ton at the furnaces. A committee 
of proprietors of collieries, mines, ironworks, &c., in the province 
of Liége has presented a memorial to the Minister of Public Works 
calling the Minister’s attention to the injury alleged to be done them 
by the tariffs in force on the Alsace and Lorraine Railway. The 
committee calls for diplomatic action for the solution of the question. 

The Belgian iron trade is regarded as in a somewhat precarious 
condition. The present rates current for pig are not calculated to 
encourage Belgian ironmasters to re-light their blast-furnaces, and 
stocks accordingly do not accumulate in Belgium. The proprietors 
of the Belgian — also complain a good deal of low prices as well 
as of want of work. The basis price for rolled iron is 6/. 8s, per ton; 
that for plates is 9/. 4s. per ton. A reduction in the price of coal 
can alone benefit the Belgian metallurgical works; such a reduction 
appears quite within the bounds of possibility, as a reduction in 
wages, which is not accepted without a good deal of resistance, 
appears to be the order of the day in all the principal Belgian coal 
mining districts. Contracts for additional rolling stock have just 
been let for the Belgian State Railways; these contracts were keenly 
disputed, and the prices obtained can scarcely be said to have been 
very remunerative. 

Although winter may now be said to have fairly set in no notable 
change has occurred in the aspect of the French coal trade. Prices 
exhibit rather a tendency to feebleness than to firmness; this may 
be due to some extent to local causes, but it would seem that all at- 
tempts to establish an advance in the quotations have be definitively 
abandoned. The basins of the Nord appear to the most advantage. 
The basin of the Loire suffers to some extent from the depression 
which afflicts the French iron trade. 

The directors of the Boussu (Belgium) Construction Workshops 
Company have just reported progress for 1874-75, The directors 
state that the company has suffered from the depression which has 

revailed in the iron trade during the year. The dividend for 1874-75 

as been fixed at 2 percent. per annum. The Basin of Charleroi 
United Collieries Company realised—according to areport just issued 
by the directors-—a profit of 35,453/, in its last financial year, Out 
of this sum, after making sundry statutory deductions, the company 
has declared a dividend of 16s. per share; this dividend absorbs 
24,000/., and a final balance of 899/. remains to be carried forward to 
the credit of 1875-76, This result may be regarded as satisfactory 
when we take account of the exceptional industrial circumstances 
of Belgium during the last few months. The directors propose to 
considerably reduce the extraction of coal for the present, and to 
proceed with sundry improvements and extensions. 

Copper has remained quiet at Paris, and prices have shown some 
little weakness. Chilian in bars, delivered at Havre, has made 86/. 
=] ton; ditto ordinary descriptions, 84/, per ton; ditto in ingots, 

i. per ton; English tough cake, 88/. per ton; and pure Corocoro 
minerals, 84/, 10s. per ton, In Germany business in copper has been 
confined to the strict requirements of consumption, but prices have, 
nevertheless, been pretty well maintained. Tin hes been very quiet 
at Paris, and prices have ruled feeble; Banca, delivered at Havre or 
Paris, has made 94/,; Straits ditto, 89/.; and English, delivered at 
Havre or Rouen, 89/. per ton. At Marseilles tin has, on the other 
hand, exhibited an upward tendency. At Rotterdam tin has re- 
mained neglected, and there has been rather more disposition on 
the part of holders to realise. Disposeable Banca, to be delivered 
at the approaching sale, has been offered at 514 fls.; to dispose of 
any quantity, however, considerable concessions would have to be 
made, Billiton has remained in some demand at 50} fls. to 504 fis. 
Tin has somewhat improved upon the German markets. Quota- 
tions for lead have been pretty well sustained at Paris, At Rotter- 


dam lead has been, however, neglected ; the German lead markets 
have also ruled feeble. Zinc has been tolerable firm at Paris, and 
prices have been easily sustained. At Marseilles, Vieille-Montagne 
zine in sheets has made 34/. per ton. The tone of the German zinc 
markets has been pretty good. 





THE SCOTTISH AUSTRALIAN MINING COMPANY. 


We observe from the report of this company (which appears in 
another column) that it is proposed to proceed with the early de- 
velopment of their extensive freehold Cadia property, situate some 
10 miles to the south of the town of Orange, New South Wales. It 
_— that nearly 700 tons of fine copper were raised from a part 
of this property some years ago, but the cost of carriage then being 
high, and the price of copper having fallen very much, being below 
its present moderate price, operations had to be discontinued. As, 
however, the railway from Sydney to Orange, from which place 
there is a good road to the property, is expected to be completed 
by August next, the working of the property now will be resumed, 
it may fairly be expected, with greater advantage. Besides, quite 
a sufficient quantity of gold has from time to time been raised from 
the property by tributers to prove that it is more or less auriferous. 
The report states, therefore, that it is intended to ascertain whether 
operations prosecuted simultaneously, in reference to both of thase 
metals, cannot be made to pay. 

The company likewise propose to deal at the same time with 
another of their various properties—viz., their copper property, 
which is distant 30 miles by rail and 16 by road from the town an 
port of Rockhampton, in Queensland. Fora popular description 
of this property we cannot do better than refer to an extract, which 
will be found in another part of the Journal, taken from our con- 
temporary the Rockhampton Bulletin. The writer evidently was 
much struck with the appearance of the property on his visit of in- 
spection, and, may be, too enthusiastic in his commendation of it. 
No doubt, too, he was led to express himself all the more sanguinely 
from the expectation that a new industry was about to be set on 
foot in that particular locality, which, if prosecuted on an extended 
scale, could scarcely fail to benefit the town and district in which 
the Bulletin circulates. Making all allowances of this sort, how- 
ever, the article is well and intelligently written by our colonial 
fellow-worker, and is worthy of perusal. 

In order to enable the company to deal with these two, and as op- 
portunity may arise with other of their mineral properties, 50,000 
new shares were created at their meeting this week, and are about 
to be allotted to the existing shareholders at 1s. per share premium. 
A first instalment of 5s. per share and the premium has to be paid 
on the Ist proximo, such shares to participate along with the other 
shares of the company in dividends in May next. What is most 
wanted now in all the Australian colonies is an increase of labour. 
The Sydney correspondent of the Times lately stated that New South 
Wales alone could well absorb and employ 50U0 good immigrants 
a-year for many yearstocome, Pity itis, therefore, that our hard- 
working people do not more generally perceive the advantages to 
be gained by turning their steps in that direction rather than to 
America, further south. The climate is favourable, and the prime 
necessaries of life—such as bread, meat, and wine—there are what 
would be regarded as very cheap, while wages are paid on a very 

liberal scale indeed. Nor have there been any strikes or lock-outs 
for a long time past in South Wales, coal miners’ wages continuing 
to be there regulated by a “sliding scale,” the terms of which we 
published some time back, and which appeared to us by far the best 
agreement of the kind between masters and men that has ever come 
under our notice. Things, however, will take their natural course ; 
but that Australia is destined in due time to be peopled by a teem- 
ing and industrious population admits of no doubt. 














ECONOMY IN DRESSING MINERAL—THE PNEUMATIC 
PROCESS. 
That satisfactory profits can, by care and judgment in the raising 
and dressing of the ores, be realised from many mines which with 
the ordinary systems of working are altogether unremunerative has 


been proved by experience, yet it is only in periods of great de- 
pression, such as the mining interest has recently passed throug. 
that any efforts to economise in dressing and preparing the ores for 
market are made, For this reason many persons do not regard de- 
pression as an unmixed evil, and, taking advantage of the necessity 
which at present exists for augmenting profits to the utmost, Mr. 
B. W. Hart, of Gracechurch-street, bas undertaken the introduction 
into this country of an improved and very complete system of ore 
dressing, which has proved very successful in America, Although 
the system embraces well-considered arrangements for crushing and 
sizing, as well as for concentration, the essential feature of it is the 
successful substitution of air for water in the dressing operation. 
The idea of dressing with air instead of water is by no means new, 
but until this invention was brought forward the difficulties attend- 
ing the application of the system were so great as to more than 
counterbalance the advantages, The air method has, however, long 
been looked forward to by scientific miners as that which would ul- 
timately give the best results, because, as will readily be understood, 
the action of air is entirely local—it can never hold minerals of the 
size to which they are usually reduced for the purpuse of dressing 
them so long in suspension as to carry them to a great distance, the 
consequence being that where care is taken the loss can be reduced 
to an — inappreciable amount, and the full value of the ore thus 
8.cured. 

In dressing with water the case is altogether different, some idea 
of the extent of the ‘loss resulting from water dressing being ob- 
tainable from the remarks of Dr. Frankland, in a paper read by him 
some nine months since at the Royal Institution. He observed that 
in the neighbourhood of mines the amount of mineral matter pre- 
sent in the rivers is sometimes very great. There the ore and ma- 
trices are crushed together into an impalpable powder, then washed 
with water to separate the heavier metallic matter from rocky matter, 
The effluent water from the settling pits is very muddy, and often 
contains poisonous matters in suspension. This is espcially the 
case in lead mines, where considerable quantities of galena and car- 
bonate of lead carried down the streams during floods are washed on 
the adjacent land where cattle are grazed. The consequences re- 
sulting from this display of ignorance and carelessness are that the 
farmers whose lands are washed by these poison-charged waters 
suffer the loss of cattle and poultry, whilst the profits of thefmines 
leak silently away. At a lead mine in Northumberland nearly 
7 tons of lead ore, worth 12/, per ton, are thrown away in every 
100 tons of waste material. At another mine in the same county 
2 tons of lead ore and more than 9 tons of zinc ore are thrown away 
in every 100 tons of waste. In the Welsh mining districts there 
are also many examples of similar careless waste. These metalli- 
ferous “ skimpings” and muds poison the rivers for many miles, 
carrying destruction to animal life. Mud containing as much as 5, 
9, 13, and even 25 per cent. of lead ore is not unfreqnently found in 
the neighbouring streams. 

It is explained that in the method with air the loss of ore is re- 
ducedtoa minimum. The circumstance that air is not dense enough 
to float away anything but the smallest and most impalpable dust 
accounts for much of the saving of fine mineral, while there being 
practically no overflow of air, such as must occur with water, there 
is consequently no lateral current to transport the material operated 
on, In the dry separator air is employed to agitate the ore, and in 
a manner quite similar to that of the use of water in the wet pro- 
cess; but the freedom with which in air particles such as those of 
crushed ore fall enables this agent to impart 480 to 500 lifts, or agi- 
tations, per minute as easily as from 100 to 120 are obtained with 
water, 120 being the highest practicable rate, since the ore must 
have time to fall before the succeeding lift is applied, 

The superior results obtained by the dry process are readily ex- 
plained. Water is by about 815 to 1 a denser medium than air, and 
when employed as a stream or current, whether continuous or in- 
terrupted, will by its power to buoy up or float the material carry 
off in suspension all ore that is reduced to a certain degree of fine- 





rete 
ness; and if this medium should by theaddition of any foreign sup. 
stance be rendered yet more dense it would become proportional!y 
less suited for the purpose, a continually increasing density briug. 
ing it to a condition at the Jast such that even the largest particle, 
would not sink in it. Hence it is conclusive, without regard! oy 
the moment to any other considerations, that the denser any givep 
fluid the more unsuited it is for use as the medium for separating 
or concentrating ores. Air is rarer and lighter than water, has a 
less buoyant power for solids, is more easily set in motion, and ig 
besides highly elastic, qualities rendering it peculiarly suitable as 
the medium bor the separation of crushed materials having differer,t 
specific gravities. Owing to the respective properties of these. le. 
ments air possesses a sensitiveness in respect to specific graviticg 
possessed by water in a greatly inferior degree, and a most pro ni- 
nent feature of the method with air is, that minerals of approximatg 
specific gravities are easily and satisfactorily separated by its agency 
which cannot be separated by thé agency of water. 
The air separator and concentrator, of which the following is »,n 
illustration, has for some years past been employed on an ore of 
kryolite, containing some spathic iron and sulphide of lead. he 
specific gravity of the kryolite being 29, that of the other consti- 
tuents of the mineral 3°9, the difference being too small to admit xf 
any degree of cencentration by water is satisfactorily accomplished 
by the process with air. Kryolite is a double salt, a fluoride of 
sodium and aluminium, and hence is opened out to the air separator 
another sphere of usefulness in the domains of applied chemistry, 
The invention dates back to the year 1868, and the English pateat 


d | dates from 1874, Since 1872 the machine has been in use in Nevadr, 


Utah, and Colorado for the treatment of argentiferous and aurifer, us 
ores, where it is highly esteemed for its efficiency in separating 
galena, blende, and pyrites, and for the saving effected in ores con- 
taining free gold and pyritous matters,

The machine, which is represented in the above diagram, measi-res 
5 ft. in length 2 ft. in width, is 3 ft. 10 in. in height, weighs 1100 be, 
and concentrates $ ton per hour with 4th horse-power. It is com- 
posed essentially of the following parts. A receiver (H), an or 
bed (O), the two gates (C C), one to regulate the flow of ore from 
the receiver H, the other to determine the depth of ore on the ors 
bed, a passage (C)in which the concentrated ore descends, and rolier 
(R) to effect and regulate the discharge of the same, a shaft (I), and 
fan (B). The ore bed is composed of wire-gauze tubes, a novel and 
original device, placed at distances of 4 to 4th of an inch, according 
to the grades of ore to be concentrated, the finer requiring that the 
tubes be set nearer together, while the coarser allow of their beirg 
further apart. Also—not seen in the accompanying illustratici— 
a tip wheel (T), lever (L), and spring (S) to operate the fan, ands 
ratchet wheel (W) and panel (P) to impart revolution to the rolier 
(R). The operation of the machine is as follows: Ore being fed 
the receiver (H), and the driving pulley set in motion, the trip whl 
(T) fixed on the opposite end of the pulley shaft works by its car- 
shaped teeth against the lever (L), and by the alternate actior. of 
this wheel forcing the lever in one direction, and of the spring 
which at once and suddenly carries it back again, the fan (B) is 
made to swing on the shaft (I), sending at each upward movemeré 
a quick and sharp puff of air through the ore bed, and liftiog 
slightly the ore lying on it.

the entire extent of the ore bed. The gate on the hopper (H) comrels 
the ore to flow on the ore bed as an under current, and this featulé 
of the underflow of ore enabling the concentration to be accomplished 
with a very short travel of the material, or, in other words, to “ 
ploy a very short ore bed. All other attempts to employ air as “ 
medium have caused the delievery and discharge of the ore to take 
place over the shorter dimension of the machine, and the trave:? 
the ore over the longer dimension. The exact reverse of this taker 
place in the machine here described—the distance of travel of 
ore over the bed is only 5 in., while the line of overflow is exter te 
to 4 ft., or can be at pleasure made still greater. 
By this process there is no difficulty in concentrating the very 
finest actual or palpable grains; floating dust only is to be countes 
as not susceptible of concentration, and it is mentioned that besii 
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ecm 
the saving of ore other great advantages result from the adoption of 
the system with air, the chief of which are—that in the erection of 
pow works the mill may be placed at the most convenient site with- 
out s egard to the inflow or outflow of water; the saving of expense, 
reservoirs, settling pits, pipes, &c., being unnecessary ; that there is 
40 interruption from frost, drought, or floods, and that henceforth 
there need be no infringement of any pollution Act now existing or 
hereafter to be enforced. The invention is one which is certainly 
worthy of a fair trial in this country, and the results obtained with 
jt will be watched with much interest and fully reported in the 
Jou.aal,

The statistical position of copper improved during November to 
a considerable extent. The deliveries were on a very large scale, especially froin 
from the Havre and London stocks. The gross reduction on the spot and afloat is 
equal to 3313 tons. On the spot alone 2664 tons. The West Coast charters to the 
end of November are 1100 tons less than in the corresponding period of 1874; 
whilst the actual shipment to Oct. 16 are 1080 tons more than at the same date last 
year, There isa large excess still in the imports as compared with 1874, and a very 
considerable reduction in the exports ; but this item will soon now be quite coun- 
terbalanced by the direct shipments to France from the West Coast.

Charters were telegraphed yesterday as 2600 tons pure. Australian sorts are quiet, 
but there is only a trifling alteration in prices since 27th ult. English smelters are 
tolerably firm at our top rates, and the principal manufacturers of sheets have en- 
tered into an agreement to quote identically to all intending buyers. It is gene- 
rally believed that this arrangement was brought about by the unremunerative 
nature of the trade of the last few years, during which time the competition for 
orders has been so great as to induce frequent sales below cost price. The sta- 
tistics, given below, show a great reduction in the stocks of foreign metal during 
the past month, and it will be seen that, in spite of the depression _—— the 
year, deliveries are almost fully up to the average of 1874, which are the largest on 
record. Those for the eleven months of 1871 were 58,823 tons, but consumers were 
then known to have gone heavily into stock, whilst since that time they have been 
working on quite the opposite system.

WEST MARIA AND FortEscur.—There being a prevalent belief 
that this company is involved in Chancery proceedings which are 
consuming its fnnds, it is essential that the matter should be at once 
clearly explained. In a few words it may be stated that they had 
to answer two suits, or asuit and appeal, in Chancery, but that both 
decisions were in their favour, the opposite party having been ordered 
to pay costs. The judges ordered the dispute to be referred to arbi- 
tration and the arbitrators award leaves the company precisely in the same position 
as it was previons to the suit—the clauses made against the company have, there- 
fore, proved fruitless. The details of the dispute are not uninteresting. It appears 
that in April, 1856,Messrs Willesford granted a lease of Capel Tor, part of this mine, 
for a term of 25 years, to be worked in conjunction with Earl Fortescue’s land at 
1-15th dues, and upon payment to them of a premium of 2000/., which was to be 
repaid to the lessees out of the dues; one half of the dues to be deducted from time 
to time until the whole of the 2000/. was repaid to the mine. This lease contained 
a proviso that if any dispute, question, or difference should arise respecting the 
working of the mine or anything re:ating to it, the matter should be referred to arbi- 
tration in the usual way. Just before the date of Messrs. Willesford’s sett Earl 
Portescue granted to the adventurers a lease of his lands adjoining, to be worked 
with the Messrs. Willesford’s and from that time the adventurers proceeded to work 
both setts as one mine, and in the course of doing so they, under the belief they 
were entitled to do so, passed the boundary between Messrs Willesford’s and Earl 
Fortescue’s lands, and brought the ore and refuse raised in Barl Fortescue’s lands 
to the surface of Messrs. Willesford’s land, where the ore was dressed and the refuse 
deposited, Messrs. Willesford objected to this, and filed a bill in Chancery to re- 
strain the company from taking the metal and stnff from Earl Fortescue’s land 
through or into Messrs. Willesford’s land, unles the company paid way leave or 
compensation. But the company contended that this was a matter to be decided 
under the arbitration clause, and the Vice-Chancellor also held that opinion. Messrs. 
Willesford appealed to the Lords Justices, but they confirmed the judgement of 
the Vice-Chancellor, that the matter was not a subject for the Court to decide, but 
was properly within the arbitration clause of the lease, and condemned Messrs, 
Willesford in the costs of the motion. Mr. T. Cornish as umpire in the arbitration 
reference directs that all proceedings in the Chancery suit shall cease, and that by 
March 25 next Messrs. Willesford are to pay the costs of the suit, to be taxed as 
between party and party. During the residue of the term of 25 years the adven- 
turers have the right to bring upon Messrs. Willesford's land all ores, minerals, and 
stuff out of Earl Fortescue’s lands, and dress thefores and deposit the stuff on Messrs. 
Willesford’s land, without payment of dues, way leave, orothercom pensation other- 
wise than the following payments.

DON PEDRO.—Oct. 23: The general samples of output are improved a little— 
no boxwork available. Changed one of the iron rods at surface. Dawson’s wheel 
idle 55 minutes, There are two more iron rods yet to be changed. Surface water 
not sufficient as yet to commence sinking. Water drawn from the mine still 
amounts to 20°57 cubic feet per minute. We have repaired Vivian’s shaft from 
surface down as far as Alice’s level. We are now obliged to stop drawing mineral 
from the bottom of the mine in consequence of the shaft being so much out of 
repair at Alice’s level.

TOLIMA.—Advices from the mine report that the estimated value of the returns 
for the month of September last amounts to $5791, or 965/. 3s. 4d., but as the com- 
pletion of the accounts at the mine has been unavoidably delayed, the month’s ex- 
penditure is not yet known. The lowness of the returns is explained by the inter- 
ruption of the pamping machinery, caused by the breakage of the pump-bob having 
allowed the mine to fill with water. It was anticipated, however, that the mine 
would be clear of water by the 27th ult. 

SANTA BARBARA (Gold).—Mr. Hilcke, Pari, Oct. 26: In the mine the lode 
of No. 1 level, and the stopes below the same, continued to be small, and of low 
yield.

— Nov. 8: I wrote to B yn a few weeks since of having met with some ore in 
the 700 ft. drift. I opened on it and rose; after rising about 20 ft. the vein became 
pinched ; I then started to drift on it, it looked very promising, and I was nearly 
positive of its being connected with an ore body somewhere near. Iexamined the 
600 drift to see if there were any signs of any broken ground as we found in the 
700 drift, after a thorough examination I found some small holes in the limestone 
containing ledge matter. I immediately put some men to open on it; at first we 
had some soft limestone mixed with poor ledge matter. We had not gone more 
than 4 ft. into this before we struck the ore; it was last Friday morning that we 
first struck it. I had a letter from Rossiter, informing me of it, and it was 
worded thus—‘‘Good news from home, the 600 prospecting rise nothing but a 
mass of No.1 ore.” I should have cabled to you a day or two sooner, but I 
preferred being certain of its being something permanent before doing so. We 
have opened on it 15 ft. by 12 ft. by 6, sufficient to show that it is something of 
value; it is really looking splendid, and the ore coming from it is of very high 
grade; [ took an assay of the opening a few days since, and it gave 34 per cent. of 
lead and $91 per ton gold and silver; to-day the average would be about this. The 
ore is compact and hard ; not being so soft as in other parts of the mine it requires 
powder ; too hard for pick, it being so rich in lead, and hard, a small body would 
turn out a large tonnage as compared with the other ore in the mine. 

I have not se2n anything in the mine since I have been here to compare with it ; 
when we have opened on it a little more, so as to get more men to work, shall ex- 
tract as much as we can, and make the furnaces “‘spin” for a month or two. It is 
quite a treat to have some good ore to smelt after working such low grade as we 
have been obliged to do of late. Last week’s Richmond ore only assayed 15 per 
cent. lead, and $50 gold and silver. The little of good ore we have been able to get 
from the new strike for the past two or three days has already been beneficial to 
the furnaces, and the produce has increased ; if this new body of ore holds good 
and opens out as it promises to do, weshall make large returns for December, and 
November will feel some good from it. I will cable to you again during the week 
to let you know how it is opening. There are several other points in the mine 
which I am going to prospect. Since I have devoted more time to the mine I have 
examined it more thoroughly, and started prospecting in several points ; this strike 
is the first fruit, and hope not the last. According to the dip of the ore in the 600 
it must be to the north-east of the 700 drift. As soon as we have opened on it we 
shall begin to sink and rise, and shall then know in what direction to drive for it 
in the 700. Theshaft is now down 102 feet below the 700 ; shall sink about 18 ft. 
more for a well for the seepage water. We shall take about 10°or 12 days more to 
get to that depth. Where we shall begin drifting at the 800 the ground is easy 
for sinking, and no more water than we can easily manage with our little engine 
and keep all the hoisting going, so that the mine is not yet flooded, as reported. 

there is nothing new in the old part of the mine since last reported on. The 
stope on the west side of the hill islooking well. I hope to have in a few days the 
use of the winze sunk by our neighbours; we shall then open on the ore in the but- 
tom of it, an‘ also sink deeper on the ore: as soon as we can ascertain the exact 
pitch we shall resume the driving of Lizette tunnel to strike ata greater depth.

THE CEDAR CREEK GOLD MINES IAND WATER COMPANY.—T. B. 
Ludlum, Nov. 6: I have not written you a general letter for some little time past, 
for the reason that I have been unusually busy looking after repairs. It is neces- 
sary for us to make a great many repairs this seasons, the flumes in many places 
having been constructed for 16 years or over. Of course, I shall curtail all that is 
possible, but it is useless to attempt to avoid the issue; much repairing must be 
done. I am blasting up the cuts in the Yankee, so as to be ready for a full 
winter’s work. We have been having several showers recently, 3°45in. of rain has 
fallen, thus far affording us sufficient water to run the drilling machinery in the 
Yankee tunnel, and the hvisting machinery in the Badger claim.— Yankee Tunnel : 
[ am driving this work ahead as fast as possible. The rock is favourable.—Badger 
Shaft: Iam sinking this, with only a day shift of men (so far), with which we 
are making good headway ; 1 intend tostart a night-shift also, in a few days. The 
claims in which I propose to wash this winter are the Central, Gold Run, Reser- 
voir, Jehosaphat, Badger, and Yankee. All, except the last two, will be liable to 
be shut off, provided I can sell the water.—Cedar Creek Gold Mines have received 
the following telegram from their superintendent, Colonel Ludlum, viz.—“ Rain- 
ing. Ditches {full. Pacific, Central, Jehosaphat, and Yankee washing prospect 
encouraging.” 

GOLD RUN.—J. A. Stone, Nov. 9: The man who took the gravel incline con- 
tract got it up 40 ft. and threw it up. I am now driving the incline as fast as pos- 
sible. Itis up 85 ft , and getting softer. When 75 ft. the air became bad, and the 
lights would not burn. I then concentrated all the water in the shaft, and have 
just completed a water blast, which furnishes all the air necessary, and I think 
will be ample until the incline is completed. It being very wet and work hard I 
cannot get good men to work at it for less than $4 per day. I think the incline 
will be through in about 20 days. If the Cedar Creek Company have the water 
changes completed I shall be in readiness by that time, and I think they will. My 
work putting the pipe in place depends upon them. Ludlum agrees to deliver the 
water to me as near as I could get it of the Yuba Company, and in order to do so 
he has to put a new trunk into the reservoir, put in about 600 ft. large pipe to 
take the water across Gold Run ravine, and construct about half-a-mile of ditch, at 
the end of which he furnishes about 1000 ft. of iron pipe, and builds the trustle 
across Potato ravine. We have had about 36 hours rain, just enough to lay the 
dust and prepare the ground for winter. 

EXCHEQUER (Gold and Silver).—Nov. 8: During the week ended Saturday 
the engine-shaft was put down to the 292. The north drift (200) was driven 6 ft. 
by two men. The south drift from the 140 (winze) was driven 4ft., and four sets 
of timber putin. Iam driving this to open on top of the bonanza at the 100. The 
stope above tlie 140 (winze) measures 40 ft. in height and 52 in length, all in ore. 
Produced 36 carloads of ore. The weather has been such that I could get (or rather, 
I should say, got) only 6 tons to the mill = 1 load. I shall pay off my teamsters, 
and this week will have two eight horse teams making two trips each a day, which 
at 6 tons each equals 24 tons a day. The mine can do it, but I have great trouble 
with my teamsters. Wood and lagging all in winter supplies ditto. New boiler 
will be up this week if 16 horses and 8 oxen can do it. New dry kiln for drying 
ore previous to roasting well on. I am driving things as hard asI can. Weather 
looking again propitious, and I am taking advantage of it. Will crowd down ore 
at the rate of 24 to 28 tonsaday. Ore house at mill getting pretty well filled, and 
quite a dump outside, also at the mine. Feel very confident. 

SAN PEDRO (Chili).—R. M. Kitto, Oct. 15: The new shaft is cleared, secured, 
and drained to the 150, with ladder-road fixed to this point. The 150 cross-cut, 
driving south of west of new shaft, by four men, at $25 per metre; the ground is 
very wet, and I am afraid our progress here will be slow until we cut the manto in 
San Pedro. The shaftmen are engaged in clearing up the shaft to the bottom, and 
this sink will serve as a fork for the water. A winze sinking below the 135, on 
the north edge of the manto, is producing spots of bronces. A chiflon sinking 
below the 135 is producing stones of ore. A tribute pitch in the back of the 88 will 
produce 1 ton of 30 per cent. ore per fathom. I am glad to inform you that we 
cut a good manto of ore in the Cuba Mine, which will produce 3 tons of 25 per cent. 
ore per fathom ; this is a splendid manto, and is likely to improve. The engine 
is working well, and everything is in good working order. 

UNITED MEXICAN.—Extracts of despatch from Mr. E. Hay, dated Guanax- 
uato, Oct. 23: Mines of Jesus Maria y Jose: The principal workings which have 
given us of late a supply of ore for the reduction works having fallen off in qua- 
lity, the probability is that we shall soon be under the necessity of working the 
whole of the mine by buscones.—Adit of San Cayetano and Mines of Buenos Ayres: 
In the end west, some timbering being necessary, no advance in the week ending 
Oct. 16 was made, but the following week work was resumed. In the end east, or 
Santa Elodia, there was last Saturday a change in the appearance of the lode; on 

a width of % metre, beginning against the upper or south wall of the vein, some 
stones of which having been assayed contained mark 1°10 of silver per monton, with 
40 grains of gold permark. Theremainder of the lode is the same as last reported, 
with this difference, that the northern relez (wall of the lode) is again in sight, and 
we are driving on the whole breadth of the lode. During the week ending Oct. 16 
5 metres were driven on. Some stones just sent from the adit, from a seam of vein- 
stuff which has appeared on the north side of the lode, has been assayed, and gave 
mark 1°10, with 37 grains of gold per mark. 

MALPASO.—Cuthbert Druitt, Oct. 18: We have to-day cleaned up a portion of 
the sluice, and have got 334-75 ozs. amalgam, and {from this I estimate that the 
total value of the run will be $2700. This has been obtained after a run of 618 hours, 
240 of which were on waste, with a continuous head of water of 500 inches. This 
return will give a profit of over 200/. for the run. As the board have observed, 
partial cleans are liable to mislead, but I venture to point out that hitherto all my 
estimates have proved exactly true, and if Iam equally fortunate this time I think 
the result of the ran may be considered satisfactory, but there is no doubt that to 
get the best of this gravel we should bea great deal deeper. This, of course, means 
opening afresh, and it simply cannot be done satisfactorily without the piping. 








The new ditch is still progressing satisfactorily, though I cannot give a more exact 
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date for its completion than about the end of the year. The tunnelling is all com- 
pleted except 20 ft. or so. In one of the tunnels we had struck what I took to be 
bed-rock, but it turned out to be only a ledge of a few feet in thickness. All the 
rest is — f ‘ound. 

MALABAR.—Oct. 9: Under the present circumstances, I consider that it may 
prove satisfactory to the board to learn the exact state of our works, and the time 
stil required to complete the exploration of our ground. In opening Malabar Mine 
there was nothing to guide us iu directing the works towards any known channel, 
nor was there any means or opportunity (even if time had allowed of our doing so) 
to sink shafts or run tunnels, with the object of ascertaining the nature of the 
ground over such a large area. We, therefore, took what appeared to be the most 
promising line for our outlet and sluice, with the purpose of reaching high ground 
with the least delay and expense possible. The result of these works, which have 
now lasted 16 months, has been reported from time to time to the proprietors, and 
it is, therefore, unnecessary to repeat the same, except in a condensedform. After 
opening to a very considerable extent to the south and west, we have found that 
the bed-rock risestin both directions, the pitch being uniformly to the eastward. 
After ascertaining this point, which we cou!d not determine before washing well 
into the high banks to the north (between M.P. 24, 25, 26, 27), we resolved to alter 
the direction of our workings, at the sime time utilising the cut already made to 
facilitate the operation. e began, therefore, shortly before our last clean up in 
July, to open a cut to the east of the hill 16, 17, with the intention of getting into 
the high ground to the east of the small quebrada figured in the lower section of map. 

The new or eastern cut, which, coming in some 25 ft. or 30 ft. lower than the 
western one, ought to enable us to bottom the ground; it is at ponent well ad- 
vanced, and the heaviest work upon it nearly completed. It would be highly de- 
sirable, and I should say satisfactory to the proprietors, to direct us to complete 
this cut, which will prove finally what the mine is worth. Any Californian com- 
pany would certainly decide at once to accomplish this before thinking of con- 
demning the mine and suspending operations, and the question now resolves itself 
into whether board feel inclined to direct us to continue the cut, and will furnish 
us with the requisite means to do so. It would take us, perhaps, six months to 
thoroughly test the eastern portion of our ground, and we could do it at the very 
moderate outlay of 250/. per month, as we have now on hand materials enough— 
charcoal blocks, timber, &c., to carry on through this period without any further 
outlay under the heads. What our return of gold may be during these six months 
it is impossible to say, as we are entering on new ground, but in any case it is 
hardly likely that it will be less than the average hitherto made; it ought to be 
much more, as we shall tap any channel there may be with our eastern cut. 

It now remains with the proprietors to determine whether they wish to risk this 
further expenditure, which, prudently laid out, will certainly prove the mine and 
afford the owners the satisfaction of knowing that the ground has had a fair trial 
before making the sacrifice of stopping prematurely when so much progress has 
been made towards a solution of the question whether our banks will pay or not. 
The banks are now less than 100 ft. from the edge of the ground now before moni- 
tors, which, with one move more, will throw the streams right into the high ground, 
but of course we cannot run to any advantage this way until our deeper outlet is 
carried in on grade to the foot of the bank. 

The channel, as far as we are able to judge, runs from south-west to north-east, 
On the dip we have found some really good channel ground quite distinct from the 
side gravel, and more like the Malpaso lead, but as yet the quantity is very small.— 
BENJAMIN ANDERSON. 

— Oct.9: We have certainly never been in better shape for work than we are 
now; we have over 1500 ft. of sluice down. Our new cut is two-thirds finished, 
and six months more, at a cost of 250/. per month, would set at rest the question 
whether the mine will turn out good or otherwise. We could get returns during 
these six months to help the cost very materially, if not to cover it. It now re- 
mains with your proprietors to say whether they wish us to goon ornot.

CAPE COPPER.—Capt. Tonkin, Sept. 30: Ookiep: The 80 has not materially 
changed since last reported, although at times the drivings yielded some very good 
stones of copper ore. The sinking below the 68 clearly shows that the productive 
ground dips east very fast, and in order to intersect the main bunch we must push 
forward the bottom drivings vigorously. No. 16 winze yielded well during the 
greater part of the month, but its present bottom is quite unproductive. The ore 
in the sinking reached about 10 fms. below the 68, and under that point it is evi- 
dently gone further east. The 68, east from No. 13 winze, continues to yield well ; 
in fact, I never saw the end looking better than at the preset time, but how much 
further the ore will last I cannot tell, as the driving is in entirely uew ground. The 
rise in back of the 68 is going up through very good ore, and when this place is 
communicated with the 58 the ground will be very convenient for stoping. The 
ground in the 68 is opening out well, and weare still carrying forward three parallel 
stopes, each 14 ft. wide by 12 ft. high. The stopes in the other levels throughout 
the mine are producing the estimated quantities of copper ore, and, on the whole, 
they look encouraging.

REMARKS.—As the winter approaches it would be well for the 
very large class of artizans who may find themselves on short em- 
ploy to use their leisure to some advantage. If this country is to 
maintain her position in the keen race for pre-eminence in the 
various branches of the metal trade, it can only be done by strenuous 
exertion, and by following up the course which has been adopted by 
our German and French neighbours. In both these countries, but more ew 
in the former, a liberal education, widely diffused, has raised up an army of intel- 
ligent operatives, who, whatever they may lose in muscular power and endurance 
as compared with ourselves, gain considerably in the practical use of the theoretical 
kuowledge which they have acquired, and which enables them to conduct a deli- 
cate operation intelligently and with care, and to produce a finish which for excel- 
lence and beauty of manufacture is equal, and perhaps superior, to that which is 
turned out of our factories and mills. Bat the results of an enlarged education tell 
also in another way. Habits of self-control are cultivated, and the strictest economy 
is practised, so that a moderate scale of, wages suffices to supply all their require- 
ments. Differences in regard to wages and other questions, which have threatened 
to well-nigh ruin some of the industries of this country, and which have abstracted 
hundreds of thousands of pounds from the pockets of the working classes, do not 
affect our continental neighbours to the same degree as with us; so that, while 
the metals produced are equal in quality and manufacture with our own, the price 
at which they are to be obtained is fractionally cheaper, and in some cases mate 
rially cheaper, than in England. 

Economy in price, combined with superiority in quality, is certain to attract the 
best buyers, and unless we can compete successfully with our neighbours in these 
respects we cannot expect to head therace. England possesses very generally great 
natural advantages, which are seldom found in like combination elsewhere; but, 
on the other hand, the cost of production is relatively greater at home, which more 
than neutralises all other contingentadvantages This, sooner or later, will remedy 
itself, as the tendency throughout the civilised world, new so closely united by 
railways and telegraphic wires, is to centralisation, but for the sake of the working 
classes of this country it is to be hoped that every effort will be made by themselves 
to accommodate their demands to the necesssties of the times, and that on the 
opening of the busy season of the coming year the arrangements between masters 
and men may be definitely settled upon such a basis as shall entice buyers once 
more to this country. The past week has been very uneventful in the history of 
the metal market. Business has been contracted within very narrow limits, and 
prices generally have not exhibited any material alteration, Bank rate continues 
at 3 per cent. i > . 

Coprrr.—Very little business is reported in any description of 
copper, and the greatest caution is exercised by buyers, who will 
not commit themselves beyond the actual limits of immediate re- 
quirements. Under the existing conditions of trade the market 
continues remarkably steady, and has been so throughout the year. 
The stocks of copper in Europe, afloat and chartered from Chili for 
Europe, are estimated to be at the present time about 34,000 tons, as against 33,500 
tons on Dec, 1, 1874, and upon the same date for eight previous years as follows :— 
36,000, 41,000, 29,00), 44,500, 43,000, 37,500, 29,000, and 28,500 tons, A year ago 
the price of Chili bars was 87/. 103.; in January, 1875, the price fell to 84/., in 
April to 80/. ; in June there was an advance to 83/., and in August a fall to 79/.; in 
September, 82/. 10s., and the present price is 8 \/. 10s., showing a fall of 7/. per ton 
upon quotations of Dec. 1, 1874. The charters from Chili for the last half of No- 
vember are reported to be 2600 tons. The market has, in consequence of the excess 
of the charters, become somewhat flat, and Chili bars, g.o.b., cannot be quoted 
above 80/., so far as buyers’ views are concerned.

Inon.—Owing very much to the materially lessened production

that stocks are not on the increase. No.1 pig-iron stands at about 
54s.; No. 3, 49s. 3d.; and No. 4 forge, 48s, to 48s. 6d., net cash. There is no ma- 
terial change to report in the finished iron trade, which, still, is remarkable only 
for stagnation. A few orders have lately been placed in railway matériel, and some 
were sanguine enough to hope that they might be the precursors of still larger con- 
tracts, but this hope does not appear likely to be realised, yet the presence of these 
few orders in the market may indicate that from time to time such may crop up, 
and serve to keep together the small vitality remaining in the district until the 
trade takes a turn in a more favourable direction. The other branches of the 
finished iron trade are very quiet. There is but little doing in the plate trade for 

shipbuilding purposes, and the enquiry for merchant bars is far from active. Rails 
of ordinary section are quoted 6/. lis. Plates, 7/. 10s. Bars, 7/. to 7/. 5s. 

The condition of the iron trade in South Wales exhibits no improvement, and 
unless a total suspension of operations were to supervene, matters could hardly be 
less promising than they are now. The earliest period to which improvement may 
be looked for is next spring, and it is hard to say what is to be done in the mean- 
while, Already the dulness in trade has thrown vast numbers out of employ, and 
as the winter closes in upon us these numbers will be very greatly increased. At 
the present moment little more than a quarter of the resources of this centre of 
the iron industry is ealled into active operation, and there are indications of a fall- 
ing off in even this reduced producing power.

THE VARIOUS METHODS OF WORKING THE THICK 
COAL IN THE MIDLAND FIELD. 


The largest field of coal in England is that which runs from Not- 
tingham to Leeds, the two principal seams being the Barnsley or Top 
Hards and the Silkstone or Black Shale. The former bed is the 
thickest and deepest in the district lying between Sheffield (with 
the exception of Shire Oaks), and increases in depth going in the 
direction of Doncaster; and it has been a matter of serious consi- 
deration with mining engineers whether a different mode of work- 
ing to that adopted will not have to be found as they approach the 
“dips,” and have to go through a large thickness of strata intersected 
with “faults.” Mr. J. WILSON, the manager of the Oaks Colliery, 
has paid a good deal of attention to the subject, and a paper by him, 
in which he gives the modes of working, the slack and coal made, 
and the cost of production, contains a good deal of really valuable 
information. Taking a colliery where the bed of coal is of the ave- 
rage thickness of 7 ft. 6in., and the distance from surface 330 yards, 
there is above the coal from 9 to 10 yards of stone, with a consider- 
able quantity of ironstone, with no regular partings. The soft coal, 
from its nature, consequently easily gives way, and causes the stone 
above it to fall by the air getting to it. The great object to be at- 
tained under such circumstances is to find a system of working by 
which the largest quantity of marketable coal can be produced at 
the lowest cost, The expense of working what is called straight 
work in the Barnsley seam is heavy. so that a great deal of the coal 
is got by whatis,termed “long wall.” This is donein some instances 
by packed gate-roads through the goafs, the banks being from 25 to 
35 yards wide, and cuttings of 3 or 4 yards at each end,and in others 
by driving endings in advance of the hanks, and driving bords down 
hill to the bank faces. A colliery laid out on such a system could 
be readily and easily divided into panels, so that each cou!d be ven- 
tilated separately. In working the coal by banks the produce of

87 per cent., leaving 13 per cent. of slack, the output being equal to

But the straight work did not end there, for after the crush had 
settled they had to drive in again to win the coal left, and find the 
_ and corves. Taking the quality of coal at the first working at 

7 per cent, of large and 13 per cent. of slaek, there would be from 
9 acres 2 roods and 12 perches 80,170 tons of large and 11,979 tons 
of small. The ventilation in this kind of work is very difficult, in 
consequence of the complicated arrangements with respect to doors 
and sheets. Another mode of working is by setting two levels 
10 yards apart, and banks 12 yards wide, with a following up bank 
of 8 yards, leaving 32 yards of pillars formed into a panel of six 
banks, then another pair of levels, something like 100 yards, with 
similar banks. After working the leading banks up the 100 yards 
the men could bank and take up two following up holes, until they 
came to the last 8 or 10 yards, when they could cut across the top, 
and bring that back in one face. By that system at present prices

With this system of working they got 87 per cent. of round coal 
and 13 of slack, whilst in the straight work they got 81 of round 
coal to 19 of slack by means of three-quarter inch riddles, 
Long wall work proper, by which the bulk of the coal was worked 
by one complete process, the roof being supported by pack walls 
from 4to 6 feet in width, the gate-roads and all air ways passing 
through the goaves has been extensively adopted not only in South 


the North of England, where the depth from the surface was upwards 
of 600 yards. At that place the coal was 6 ft. thick, with roads 
through the goaves for more than a mile in length. The board 
and pillar system was tried there, but it was found almost im- 
possible to keep the places up with the timber, whilst the coal was 
crushed to slack to the extent of nearly 40 percent. The long wall 
system has been tried also at Lund Hill, near Barnsley, but had to 
be modified. It has, however, been adoptedat the Oaks, and also at 
Denaby Main, one of the deepest collieries in Yorkshire. 

The long wall system has been tried in some of the Silkstone col- 
lieries; but, as a rule, has not been satisfactory, the coal being so 
very tender that a great deal of slack was made by it.

IRONMASTERS UPON THE IRON TRADE, 


The views and opinions upon trade matters of sucha manas ISAAC 
LOWTHIAN BELL are significant, and merit attention, The country 
owes much to Mr. BELL, who, we are happy to say, has now the 
opportunity of bringing to bear upon the legislation in our House of 
Parliament some of the ability which he has displayed as a leading 
ironmaster. The country is laid under cbligation to any man who 
largely economises its natural resources, and Mr. BELL occupies a 
foremost position in the ranks of such men. But if the country 

owes much to him the iron trade owes much more, for he it is who 
has made it practicable to pri duce a ton of pig-iron at a less cost 
per ton in fuel of 30 cwts. What this meansin respect of the Cleve- 

land iron trade alone may be inferred from the fact that the annual 

output of the blast-furnaces in that part of the kingdom is 2,000,000 
tons. Mr. BEL, whilst he has done much for his own district, has 

not done it without having not only an intelligent appreciation, 
but likewise a personal knowledge of what is going on in connec- 
tion with the manufacture of iron and steel in almost every other 
part of the world in which those metals are produced. Perhaps 

there is no ironmaster living whois more competent to speak upon 

the relative superiority of this country in relation to her capability 

of upholding her pre-eminent distinction as a coal and iron pro- 

ducing nation than Mr, BELL, whose knowledge of what is happen- 
ing in the New World is hardly less than his knowledge of what 
is taking place throughout the Continent of Europe, and is familiar 
with all that is occurring in the same branch of manufacture in his 
own country. 

Mr. Bet was the chairman at the annual dinner in Leeds, on 
Saturday, of the Association of Foremen Engineers of that town, and 
he was supported by the three members for Leeds—Mr. CARTER, 
Mr. WHEELHOUSE,and Mr. TENNANT. Ata time of so much anxiety 
in connection with the iron trade of the North of England it was to 
be expected that Mr. BELL should address himself to that topic, and 
he did so. He reminded his hearers that elsewhere in Europe, as 
well as in our own country, there were large stores of coal and 
iron, which enabled several other countries to follow closely in our 
wake. Although it was true that the supply now exceeded the de- 
mand, Mr. BELL held that it would, on the other hand, have been a 
most calamitous thing if we had allowed the demand to exceed the 
supply to the extent which it did only two years ago, when iron was 
sold at unheard of prices, and coal became what he aptly termed 
“almost a precious stone.” Asaremedy, they were now, he pointed 
out, called upon to limit their production, but with the experience 
of a man who is surrounded by great works and many workpeople, 
he laconically responded that such advice was more easily given than 
fellowed. It must be remembered that the very cheapness of our 
productions enables them to be introduced into many places, and to 
be used under many conditions not formerly possible. Mr. BELL 
then proceeded to remind his audience of that which we have our- 
selves romarked—that he had made it a particular study and object 
to compare our position as an ironmaking country with that of other 
nations. 

It is cheering that that study, combined with his own practical 
knowledge of the capabilities of England, should have enabled 
him to come to so favourable a conclusion as that which all of us 
know he has some time ago arrived at. It is well, nevertheless, 
that the somewhat drooping spirits of certain of our colliery pro- 
prietors and ironmasters should be cheered by the opinions ex- 
pressed at intervals which develope varying phases of these indus- 
tries. Whilst, then, Mr. BRLL is not inclined to overmuch chide 
the industry of which he is a member for contributing to the abund- 
ance of so useful a metal as iron, seeing that its employment for 
wider uses has manifestly contributed to the prosperity and the 
comfort—indeed, the happiness—of humanity, it is well we should 
learn from him what are his conclusions, revised up to the present 
moment, as to the capability of our competitors in coal and iron to 
do us permanent hurt. Mr. BELL’s latest utterances, then, are that 
although undoubtedly the powers and resources they possess are 
sufficient to enable them to step in and inflict upon us on suck oc- 
casions as the present much annoyance, in a commercial sense, yet 
he was satisfied that there was no nation in Europe which could 
during any lengthened pericd compete, or permanently wrest from 
us, any branch of trade more immediately connected with the iron 
and coal industries of this country. So far this is very reassuring. 
the more so as Mr. BELL is thoroughly informed, not only upon 
what the Belgians, for example, are capable of performing in the 
manufacture of iron, but likewise what they are actually doing in 
the selling of that iron. We have hisauthority for it that Belgium 
recently exported two cargoes, weighing between 2000 and 3000 tons, 
fur shipbuilding purposes to London, where it was re-shipped to 
India in vessels belonging to a friend of his. No doubt,as Mr. BELL 
remarked, much might be made of such a fact, as showing that the 
iron trade of Great Britain is about to slip from us; and he might 
have added the further fact, that not only are the Belgians still send- 
ing iron and steel, raw and manufactured, into the Birmingham 
market, and into the factories in South Staffordshire, but that they 
are also, as was recently notified, competing with South Stafford- 
shire ironmasters in a market which that part of the kingdom has 
long held as a very profitable one, for her nail-rods in particular— 
China, Into China the Belgians are now shipping nail-rods at prices 
much under those of the South Staffordshire firms, and the informa- 
tion from China is that the quality of the iron is approved. The 
nail-rods that have gone to China must be better than some of the 
nail-rods which have arrived in this country before a permanent hold 
will have been taken by the Belgians upon the Chinese market. 
The South Staffordshire Ironmasters are not, therefore, very ap- 
prehensive that their nail rods are likely to be elbowed out of the 
markets of China by their Belgian competitors. Doubtless it is a 
new thing for Belgium to be exporting ship plates to India, But 
the consolation of the English ironmaster must be that wherein Mr. 
BELL relies. Confining himself to the iron manufacture exclu- 
sively, Mr, BELL might have pointed out that the aggregate capa- 


shire ; but he went deeper. He went to the very foundation of the 
iron industry, and compared the fuel capabilities of Belgium with 
those of England, and showed that the total output of coal in the 
kingdom of Belgium was 14,000,000 tons per annum, increased to 
nearly 15,000,000 tons during the so-called “ coal famine,” whereag 
the coal raised in this country of ours for iron purposesaloneamounted 
to no less than 45,000,000 tons per annum. Rising then somewhat 
triumphantly to the occasion, Mr. BELL asked if in the face of such 
facts the gentlemen who were constantly croaking and groaning 
about the decadence of the iron trade would point out how Belgium 
or any similar country could permanently wrest from us our hold 
of the iron trade of the world? Nor had he any hesitation in say- 
ing, from observation, that not only in quantity, but in qualit ; 
there was no country in the world which possessed greater advan. 
tages than Great Britain. 
At the same time that Mr. BELL would thus cheer us as to our 
supremacy in these industries both now and throughout all time, it 
is nevertheless a fact that we are greatly suffering by what other 
nations have done alike towards supplying their own wants, and in 
contributing to the wants of others who might under other circum. 
stances have come to this country for what they need. The falling 
off in railway enterprise throughout the United States cannot wholly 
account for the fact that the quantity of British railway iron for. 
warded to the United States in October was only 86 tons as com- 
pared with 6172 tons in October, 1874, and 8064 tons in October, 
1873. Again, in the LO months ending October 31 this year we sent 
the Americans only 17,711 tonsof our railway iron, while the exports 
in the same direction in the corresponding period of 1874 were 
91,626 tons, and in the corresponding period of 1873 160,036 tong, 
The great contraction observable in this branch of our iron exports 
explains in some degree, and perhaps in no small degree, the present 
depression in the iron trade. And we should scarcely think that Mr, 
BELL entertains very sanguine expectations that the trade in British 
iron and steel will be ever again what itonce was. Beyond question 
the iron and steel business in the New World has been greatly 
fostered by the restrictive tariffs imposed on that side; but almost 
as*much mischief has been done to our trade with the States by the 
high prices which workmen’s demands here have done so much to 
make necessary. 
Mr. TENNANT, who is one of our largest colliery owners, speak- 
ing also on Saturday night at Leeds, dwelt upon the necessity of 
combined action by the employers and employed to bring about a 
condition of things which would place theiron trade of this country 
in a position to compete favourably with its rivals, who are under- 
selling us. Yet more directly Mr. C. M. PALMER, M.P., spoke at 
Jarrow on Nov. 9, when remarking upon the distress which was 
before the poor on this the occasion of the first serious check which 
had befallen the town, he said he hoped that the working men might 
meet the present crisis with courage, and be prepared to make those 
concessions which were necessary to bring about a revival of trade 
and prosperity to the district. It was impossible, he said, that we 
could stand in the competition with other prospering nations and 
maintain the high rate of wages and short hours which now pre- 
vailed. The North of England, he affirmed, would be taking a wise 
and prudent course by making such concessions in the reduction of 
the prices of the productions of manufactories and mines, so as to 
once more induce a revival of trade. Judging from what happened 
only last week in a Northern shipbuilding yard, and likewise what 
occurred about the same time in connection with the strike of 
ironworkers at Parkgate, we cannot say that our expectations are 
very high of the readiness of the men of the North to act upon 
this advice. Better news, however, comes from the shipbuilding 
yards on the Clyde, where there seems a disposition to accept 
lower wages, for which the masters have given notice, and to keep 
working subject to the result of negociations entered into by them to 
arrive at a satisfactory basis. Less disposition to act reasonably we 
fear is being evinced at Middlesborough. There Messrs. BoLckow 
and VAUGHAN’s directors, feeling for the sufferings of the men, who 
are subsisting upon charity, have offered to re-open certain of their 
mills if the men will resume at 15 per cent. drop. Latest advices 
were to the effect that notwsthstanding their extreme distress the 
men were contending for the impossible, urging that the agreement 
under which the present 9s. per ton is fixed does not run out until 
the middle of January. When they and their families have endured 
farther heavy suffering perhaps those men will be disposed to ac- 
cept the situaticn. How great, however, will be the mischief which 
in the meantime will have been wrought.

THE EXPERIENCES OF A “LIMITED” COMPANY. 


The gloomy December days have brought with them the year's 
experiences of the Nant-y-Glo and Blaina Ironworks Company 
(Limited), and rather gloomy experiences they must be said to be. 
The company was launched upon the London and Manchester mar- 
kets in the summer of 1871—nearly 44 yearssince. The great attrac- 
tion was an issue of 8 per cent. preference shares, the virtues of which 
were extolled in a very glowing prospectus, The company paid the 
8 per cent. for 1872, but since that year the 8 per cent. preference 
holders have received just nothing at all, except three disappointing 
annual reports. In January, 1874, a revolution took place in the 
company’s board room. The first board, which comprised an ex-Indian 
finance minister, and a member, we believe, of her Majesty’s present 
administration, was ejected with remarkable unanimity by a crowd 
of discontented shareholders; and the present board, with Mr, SHAW, 
M.P., for Chairman, reigned in its stead. In May, 1874, an appeal 
was made for more capital in the shape of 10 per cent. debentures, 
the alternative offered being acceptance of these debentures or liqui- 
dation. A good year-and-a-half has since glided away, and now 
another year’s report and accounts have found their way to the ad- 
dresses of the proprietors. The report announces, however, no divi- 
dend even for the preference proprietors, and all that the directors 
ean do is to congratulate the shareholders upon having conducted 
the company’s business through a “ year of unexampled depression 
and disaster” with “so small a loss” as 1741/, Further, Mr. SHAW 
has had enough of it; in plainer language, he has retired from office 
as Chairman. . 

Yet we are not disposed to attribute any special blame—or even 
any ordinary blame—to the existing board, The circumstances 0 
the times have simply been too strong for them. They tell in their 
report a plain, unvarnished tale, and they express regret that they 
cannot hold out any immediate prospect of improvement. They 
add with charming—but at the same time disheartening—frankness 
that the present prices of coal and iron leave no profit; the only 
hope in which they indulge is that “judicious management may 
avoid serious losses similar to those already known to have beel 
sustained by companies engaged in the same trade.” By a curious 
coincidence, the company’s accounts for the year ending Aug. 3l, 
1875, are audited by a Mr. James HaLurpay. The name is 0b- 
viously suggestive; it recalls the Mr. THomas Haxirpay, who 
has played such havoc with the coal and iron trades of South Wales, 
and to whose exertions the absence of a dividend even upon thé 
preference sharesin the Nant-y-Glo and Blaina Company is, probably, 
after all mainly attributable. This will, no doubt, be the answet 
set up to a Chancery suit which has been commenced against Messrs 
CARLTON and RicHaRDSON, two of the persuns concerned in ti? 
formation of thecompany. The directors state, however, that doct 
ments deposited by the defendants, in obedience to an order of th? 
Court, have implicated Mr. ALBERT GRANT in the formation 
floating of the company, “Mr. GRanv’s participation with ™ 
CARLTON,” add the directors, “in the division of large sums bey 
the actual purchase-money is clearly disclosed, and he has acco "i 
ingly been made a defendant in the suit, and an order has been 0 
tained against him for the production of documents.” nf 

We must not, however, despair altogether of the Nant-y-Glo 8 
Blaina Company. Although the concern has thus far been & failure, 

there is no doubt that it possesses large coal resources; and, S 
more propitious conditions, it may yet succeed in making 1roD 8 
profit, although it has not contrived to accomplish this feat for 
years past. The directors have been continuing their efforts 
make the sale of coal the principal trade of the company; aver 
tle past year—that is, in the 12 months ending Aug. 3l, ! 
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559,000 tons of coal were sold; and if the accumulation of small 
coal could be avoided by greater activity in the iron trade, the 

neral result of the company’s coal busiuess would be satisfactory. 
At present the stock of small coal is 56,000 tons, and considerable 
expenditure has been incurred in erecting apparatus for washing 
small coal; this apparatus will enable the company to produce a 
superior quality of coke, in which the directors hope to develope 
an important tradé. The most discouraging feature in the affairs 
of the Nant-y-Glo and Blaina Company is the extraordinary depres 
sion now prevailing in the railway iron trade of South Wales. 
Although quotations for rails are exceedingly low, there is scarcely 
any demand, 








INSTITUTION OF Crv1L ENGINEERS.—The official year of this in- 
corporated society has just closed. In the past 12 months there has 
been an effective addition of 36 members, 131 associates, and 50 stu- 
dents. The numbers of the three classes now composing the cor- 

ration are—828 members, 1454 associates, and 15 honorary mem- 

rs, with a class of students attached numbering 332, making a 
total of all grades of 2629, as against 2412 at the same date last year. 





INTERESTING DiscovERy.—An important discovery has been 
made in the course of boring the tunnel under the RiverSevern. A 
new basin, totally unknown until now to geologists, and unconnected 
with any of the coal series in the district, has been reached, and coal- 
owners are much interested in the probability of its proving remu- 
nerative if worked. The borings have not proceeded far enough yet 
to definitely decide this question. 





AURIFEROUS PyrirTEs.—It is stated that a sample of Australian 
pyrites sent to England has been treated by a process which so 
ulilises the base metals that they cover the entire cost of reduction, 
leaving the whole of the gold as clear profit. The report of this re- 
sult has induced the Minister of Mines to suggest that a handsome 
bonus should be offered for the erection of the first pyrites furnace 
onan approved European model. The bonus will be paid upon 
proof being given that by the furnace erected a given quantity per 
month or per annum can be effectively treated. 





SILVER-LEAD MINING IN THE ISLE OF MAN.—The latest advices 
from Mr. W. A. Holloway, managing director, and Capt. Crowe de- 
scribe the prospects of the mines of the Manx SiLver-LEAD 
MINERAL CoMPANY as highly encouraging. They have cut the lode 
in the 25 fm. level, and find it to be 5 ft. wide, worth 3 to 1 ton of 
lead and 3 to 4 tons of blende per fathom. They are driving the 
70 fm. level under the 25, and the end is letting out a little water; 
it is considered that if this continues good results will follow. The 
machinery and pitwork are in good order, and working well. The 
mine is now in a fair way of becoming a first-class property. 





GoLp In WALES,.—At the Clogau Gold Company (Dolgelley) the 
clean-up for the week commencing Nov. 22 and ending Nov. 27 gave

Raton range, extending as far as the Cucharas, 40 miles north of 
Trinidad, and 15 miles north of the dividing line between Colorado 
and New Mexico. The mountain divisions of the Union Pacific 
Railroad are being supplied with steel rails as fast as the iron rails 
wear out. The amount of rails renewed upon the Union Pacific 
Railroad during the year ending June 30, 1875, was 4640 tons of 
iron and 1015 tons of steel. Three iron bridges are to be erected 
upon the line in 1875-6, at a cost of $18,333. The extraction of 
bituminous coal in Pennsylvania to Oct. 30 this year amounted to 
3,293,149 tons. 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


Dec. 2.—There is little change in the Coal Trade here, the demand 
for best house and best gas coal is firm, but for all other kinds, in- 
cluding steam coal, the demand is very limited. The majority of 
the works are doing little, many of them making enly about half- 
time, as no increase in the stocks is likely to be made during the 
present year. Coalmasters are, indeed, anxious to clear away the 
stocks as much as possible before the end of the year. The Coke 
Trade continues very —_ consequent on the reduction of the 
number of furnaces in blast and the general dull state of the Iron 
Trade, There is no improvement in the finished iron trade, but it 
is clear that the low price of pig-iron is attracting buyers.

53, Puddled bars keep at 4/.15s, The ironworker’s 
at Bolckow, Vaughan, and Co.’s have been told that they could ob- 
tain work at a reduction of 15 per cent., but the men have decided 
to abide by the decision of the Arbitration Board The same has 
been done at another works in the district. A meeting of the prin- 
cipal creditors of the Erimus Iron Company was held at the Queen’s 
Hotel, and a committee of investigation was appointed. The coke 
trade for fnrnace qualities is quiet. Good foundry coke stiff ; gas 
and household in good request. 

DEATH OF A MINING CAaPTAIN.—Mr. John Cowper, of Hudshaw 
House, Hexham, a gentleman well known and much respected in the mining 
districts of Northumberland and Cumberland, has recently died. Mr. Cowper 
was one of the ‘‘ men who have risen,” and the hand compet he rea- 
lised was almost entirely due to the energy, ability, and business capacity he dis- 
played during a long and active life. His father was a working miner at Garri 
giil, near Alston, and he never forgot that his father laboured in the “dark and 
dirty mine,” but always treated his men on a footing of equality. He was interested 
in many lead mines, as weil as collieries and ironstone mines. His knowledge of 
the geology of Alston Moor was full and minute. 











REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


Dec. 2.—There is certainly no more indication of an improvement 
in the tin standard than there was last week, and it may, therefure, 
be taken for granted that whatever good things the future may have 
in store for us will be postponed until the new year. For in the 
new year they can hardly be long delayed, unless circumstances alter 
in a way we do not at present anticipate. There is one thing in 
favour of our mines, even under present conditions—they are cer- 
tainly working under more economical conditions than they were 
twelve months since. The railway notices for the present year, 
which are now all issued, show that the wants of the mineral dis- 
tricts of Cornwall are by no means being overlooked ; in fact, taken 
in conjunction with the lines already existing, the new projects 
would provide for the wants of almost every mineral locality in the 
county, whether its special produce is ores, stone, or clay. 

The Camelford, Altarnun, and Launceston Railway Company seek 
powers to make a railway from Launceston through Alturnan to 
the proposed Bodmin, Wadebridge, and Delabole Railway, near 
Camelford, whilst the Bodmin and Wadebridge Railway Company, 
the Bodmin, Delabole, and Wadebridge Railway Company, and 
the Cornwall Mineral and Bodmin and Wadebridge Junction Rail- 
way Company apply for an extension of time for the comp!etion 
of their works. These lines would bring the narrow gauge on from 
Launceston, to which its extension in connection with the London 
and South-Western Rail way is already authorised, to the network of 
the Cornwall Minerals lines; and powers are sought for the incor- 
poration of a company under the title of the Truro and Newlyn 
Railway Company, for the construction of a line of railway from the 
East Wheal Rose extension of the Cornwall Minerals Railway to a 
junction with the Cornwall Railway at Truro. This line, in con- 
nection with those mentioned above, and the already existing Corn- 
wall Minerals lines, would make the narrow gauge communication 
between Waterloo and Penzance complete. One of the most note- 
worthy notices is that of the East Cornwall Minerals Railway Com- 
pany. The general effect of this is the opening of a new railway 
route to Cornwall, by the extension of the Callington and Calstock 
Railway to Tavistock. Powers are sought for the construction of a 
line from the Callington and Calstock Railway, near the top of the 
incline at Kelly Bray, to a junction with the South Devon and Tavi- 
stock Railway, a little to the southward of the Tavistock station, 
and with a branch to the quays at Morwellham. 

Notice is given for the construction, under the title of the Temple 
and Warleggan Railway, for what is really a series of railways, to 
serve the new china-clay district, of which Temple is the centre, con- 
nected on one hand through the already authorised Temple Mineral 
Railway with the Bodmin and Wadebridge line, and on the: other 
with the Cornwall, so that Bodmin would have railway communi- 
cation at last, though certainly of a very roundabout character, and 
not particularly calculated for passenger traffic. The first line pro- 
posed is rea!ly an extension of the Temple Mineral Railway to Shallow 
Water Common, Blisland, from which a branch would be thrown off 
to the Northwood and Hulker Clay Works, St. Neot. The third rail- 
way would start, like the first, from the termination of the Temple 
Mineral Railway, and run to Treveddon Mine, Cardinham, thence 
being continued to a junction with the Cornwall line at Glynn siding. 
It would be no very difficult matter to establish communication be- 
tween these lines, the Caradon Railway, and the East Cornwall 
Mineral line from Callington. 

There has been rather an interesting correspondence in the Western 
Morning News touching the occurrence of gold in Cornwall and 
Devon, the announcement of which appears in some quarters to have 
been received with a good deal of surprise; but in point of fact the 
discovery is no new one. Gold has been known to occur in the tin 
stream works of Cornwall for centuries, and Mr. J. H. Collins, F.G.S., 
in his “ Hand-book on the Mineralogy of Cornwall and Devon,” 
quotes among other localities, Carnon, Kenwyn, Probus, Ladock, St. 
Stephen’s, St. Mewan, St. Austell Moor, Redruth via North Molton. 
and North Tawton. The largest specimen ever obtained in Cornwa'l 
weighed eight guineas, So faras Devonisconcerned, Mr. R. N. Worth, 
F.G.S., in a recent pa;er on the ‘“ Economic Geology of that County,” 
observes, concerning gold—‘“ This metal has been found at several 
localities in Devon, though, it is hardly needful to say, in very small 
quantities, It has chiefly occurred in the beds of the Dartmoor 
streams; but about 50 years since was discovered by Mr. Flexman 
in grains and small plates in a lode of hematite at North Molton. 
Both the Britania and Poltimore Mines were found to produce it; 
but the attempt to work for gold specially did not prove commerci- 
ally successful.” One of the most interesting letters of the series is 
that in which “ Observer” states, by way of accounting for the origin 
of the gold in the Dartmoor streams, as follows:—‘ In a piece of 
ground at Holne Chase, the property of Sir B. Wrey, on the summit 
of a hill 400 ft. above the level of the River Dart, which flows at its 
base, there is a very large deposit of gossan on the back of a lode 
running on the side of the granite range, This is being worked as 
an open quarry for tin, of which it carries about 15 lbs, to the ton. 
The colour of the gossan varies from light to very dark at different 
points, and is, I suppose, really iron pyrites. At the suggestion of a 
geological friend, who was struck by the variation of colour, I 
scraped together with my hand one day last year some of the darker 
looking material, and sent it to Messrs, Johnson, the assayers to the 
Mint in London, thinking there might possibly be some trace of gold 
in it, and to my surprise they returned me a certificate that the 
sample sent contained 5 dwts. of gold to the ton of material, but 
that the quantity was too small to make it remunerative to attempt 
to separate it; so hitherto it has been allowed to find its way into 
the River Dart, which must have received many ounces, as we are 
stamping nearly 100 tons weekly, and I have no doubt that the 
same thing is occurring in several other localities similarly situated. 
It is sad to think in these daysof improved machinery and increased 
chemical knowledge, no plan can be discovered to make it remune- 
rative to save some 75 lbs., but I fear that almost all chemical treat- 
ment is too expensive unless carried out on a very large scale.” 

Mr. Sholl’s direct-acting pneumatic stamps to be tried at East Pool 
are a simplification of stamps introduced by him in 1869, and con- 
sist of an inverted cylinder, with a direct-acting pneumatic piston 
lifting a stamper in an enclosed pneumatic cylinder weighing 
700 cwts., at 120 blows a minute.

P.S.—Since writing the above, anticipations that there would be 
no immediate improvement in the tin standard have been disagree- 
ably confirmed by the announcement of a drop of 28, Lower prices 
of Banca, probable foreign supplies, and the dulness of the home 
market are stated as contributing causes. Year will not close very 
brightly, but still we suppose hope remains. 








REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Dec. 1.—Lead mining continues without any change, work being 
steadily pursued, but there has been few fresh ventures of late, 
The collieries have been working very well, the London trade dur- 
ing the last few dayshaving become more active, whilst prices have 
edvanced to the extent of about 1s. per ton on households. Steam 
coal is quiet, but there is more doing in gas qualities. The Shirland 
Colliery, belonging to the Miners’ Association, has been doing an 
increased trade with the Bouth, whilst rather more is going in the same direction 
from Langley Mili and other places. On Thursday there was a large gathering at 
Chesterfield, on the occasion of a presentation being made to two miners, named 
Elijah Hallam and Frederick Vickers, for personal bravery. In September some 
miners were descending the Albert Pit, belonging to the Derbyshire Silk-tone Col- 
lierv Company, when, owing to the breaking of ene of the guides, the cages met 
midway in the shaft and collided, by which one man was killed. The cage ropes 
getting entangled the men were kept suspended in the shaft, and through the 
bravery of ‘he two men named the parties in thecage were rescued. Thetestimo- 
nial consisted of a medal to each of the order of 8t. John of Jerusalem, a plot of 
freehold land on which to build a house to Hallam, a silver cup to Vickers, and a 
bFandsome timepiece to each from the owners of the colliery. It may be said that 
the men did not think they were doing anything out of the ordinary in rescuing 
their mates. However, there is probably no body of men more fearless than the 
miners, for they appear to see no danger, and will willingly volunteer for the most 
hazardous expeditions, and risk their lives in the endeavour to rescue or save 
those of others. 

The Sheffield trades remain in much the same state as when last repored. Some 
extensive orders are ‘n hand for heavy armour-plates for iron-clads and shields, 
whilst rather more is being done in Bessemer. At the Penistone Works of Cam- 
mell and Co. (Limited) they are turning out upwards of 1090 tons of Bessemer 
weekly, the greater part of which is converted into rails. Most of the foundries 
are doing a good businc:s in colliery tubbing, stoves, grates, ranges, and sveam 
and air pipes. Air compre. ‘ing engines are in request amongst colliery owners, 
and a steady businexsfis being done in patent metallic pistons, screens, pulleys, 
plates, &¢. There has been a little improvement in the demand for Silkstone and 
other descriptions uf house coal throughout South Yorkshire, so that owners have 
been able to get a slight advance in price. Steam coal has declined of late, ship- 
ments having failen off. Mr. Normansell, the secretary of the Miners’ Associa- 
tion, who is prosecuting a miner named Lodge for libel, it is said will go on with 
the case, the hearing of which is fixed to take place to-morrow. A marked in- 
crease in the coal-producing power of South Yorkshire will take place before the 
close of the year; for it is expected that the Silkstone coal will be reaclied at two 
places in a fortnight or three weeks. The output at each place is estimated at 
more than 1000 tons per day. } 

Henry Johnson, engineman at the Glass Houghton Colliery, near 
Pontefract, has been committed for trial for manslaughter, it being alleged that it 
was through his carelessness that two men were killed while being lowered into the 
pit a few days ago.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSIIRE, 


Dec. 2.—We are still unable to report any improvement in the 
Iron Trade of South Staffordshire; on the contrary, both in the pig 
and the finished departments the competition on the part of Cleve- 
land and other North Country makers appears to become increasingly 
severe from week to week. Very large supplies of common pig 
from the North Country continue to arrive in this district at rates 
which range from 2s. 6d. to 5s, per ton under the South Stafford- 
shire standard. It is, however, admitted that the quality of South 
Staffordshire iron fully compensates for the difference in price, 
Common cinder pigs, of South Staffordshire make, are 2/. 17s. 6d. to 
3/. 2s. 6d. per ton, and best native all-mine (hot-air) range from 4/. 10s. 
to 41, 15s. per ton. Cold-air pig for foundry purposes is steady on 
the basis of 6/. for Lilleshall and other best makes. The number of 
furnaces blowing in the district is 68, out of a total of 151 built. 
Finished iron remains on the basis of 8/. for common and 10/, for 
good branded bars. The demand, except for sheets, is very re- 
stricted, but all the sheet mills of the district are in steady opera- 
tion. Bridge and girder plates are arriving in South Staffordshire 
in considerabte quantity from. the North at rates which, including 
delivery, are 1/. to 2/. per ton under those ruling in this district. 

The South Staffordshire Coal Trade is buoyant as regards the better 
qualities, such as “deep” and “thick” coal, but common descrip- 
tions are only in moderate demand at prices which are more or less 
irregular. Thick coal is quoted 18s, for best, 13s. for seconds, 12s, 
for lumps, and 5s, 6d. for engine slack. There is a good demand for 
ironstones at late rates, but supplies are restricted, owing to the 
small number of ironstone mines now at work in the district. 

An association of small coalmasters in South Staffordshire is being 
formed, with the view of a mutual protection of interests in respect 
of the working of the mines drainage scheme. It is thought that 
by a union of action aid might be afforded to individuals unduly 
rated, which otherwise could not be attained. The matter has not 
yet assumed any practical shape. 

To-day’s quotations on the Birmingham Stock Exchange included 
the following :—Cannock and Huntington Colliery, 24 prem.; Chil- 
lington Iron 48; East Cannock Colliery, 75 to 100 prem.; Hamstead 
Colliery, 2prem.; Ivy House Colliery, 1 dis.; Mid-Cannock Colliery, 
6} prem.; John Bagnall and Sons, 5}; Patent Shaft and Axle, 53 prem.; 
Spon Lane Colliery, par; and West Cannock Colliery, 110 prem. 

A mineral estate of 30 acres, at Gospel End, near Sedgley, ad- 
joining Earl Dudley’s renowned thick coal domain, is in the market, 
and will be sold in a few days under the hammer. 

There is little change to note this week in the North Stafford- 
shire Iron and Coal Trades, either as todemand or prices. The ope- 
rations at the mills and forges are regular, and buyers are reluctant 
to order more than will satisfy immediate requirements. 

Ironmasters alike in North and South Staffordshire are deploring 
the loss—which has too much the appearance of being permanent—of 


trade with the United States. Recent accounts of the American 
iron trade enterprise have excited much attention in both districts. 
Advices received to-day detail the conspicuous success of the Edgar 
Thomson Steel Company (Limited), who are perhaps the best in the 
whole world for capacity of product and economy of operation. 
This was the concern whose works—at that time in course of being 
built—which formed the subject of the paper on “Rolling Mill 
Machinery in America,” which, read at the meeting at Barrow in 
September of the Iron and Steel Institute, occasioned so much 
surprise and led to so animated a discussion amongst our own steel 
makers, during which many compliments were paid to the superior 
skill, and consequent greater success, of the United States firms in 
certain of their steel-producing operations. The concern is situated 
a little above Pittsburgh, and the result of the first ten weeks’ 
operations is the production of 3901 tons of steel rails, almost 
wholly of the best quality, and of the weight of 60 lbs. to the lineal 
yard, Out of the whole quantity produced only 200 tons have been 
of 50 lbs. Some of the rails have been of the hitherto exceptional 
length, for steel rails, of 60 feet, and some of over 41 feet. The 
second quality bears a proportion to the whole output of only 3 per 
cent., and the production of short rails under 30 feet has been less 
than eight per cent. These are extraordinary results for a new 
works. This information, coming immediately after great success 
in steel rail rolling in North Chicago, and when our rail trade with 
America has fallen to only 83 tons in a month, is very significant, 
and makes the conclusion irresistible that the English iron and steel 
makers must look well about them for new markets for the bulk 
of their products. 








GREAT FRON FOWNOG CONSOLS. 


The prospects of the enterprise having been described as parti- 
cularly encouraging at the annual general meeting of shareholders 
just held, a short sketch of the history of the company will not be 
uninteresting. The mine is situated about a mile to the west of 
Mold, on a hillside near the Hafod. Some years since it was one of 
the principal in the district, and at least 100,000/. of ore was sold 

rom it, but as they went down the water increased, until ultimately 
the mine was drowned out, while the company was too weak to pro- 
cure the engines necessary to pump out the great volume of water. 
The consequence was that the mine was virtually abandoned for some years, until 
Mr. W. Wasley, a practical miner from his youth, succeeded in inaugurating a new 
company, with a capital of 20,000/., in shares of 5/. each. Operations were com- 
menced early in 1870, a new shaft being sunk about 120 yards to the south of the 
old shaft. At the same time a new engine-house was commenced, with a founda- 
tion of solid masonry and hydraulic lime. This work was entrusted to Mr. Hugh 
Hughes, of Mold, and the company have every reason to be perfectly satisfied with 
the way in which he has completed the work. Above the foundation the walls are 
6 ft. thick. The engine-house being built, the next proceeding was to erect the 
engine, which had been built by the Williams Perran Foundry Company, Corn- 
wall, and which was of 500-horse power. The cylinder is 85 in. in diameter, with 
a 10-ft. stroke at the cylinder, and 9 ft. at the shaft. The steam is supplied from 
four immense boilers, which also supply the winding-engine, a very neat piece of 
machinery in an adjoining shed. A better impression of the magnitude of the 
engine will, perhaps, be conveyed by the statement that it, with the boilers and 
structures, swallowed half the capital of the company. Inthe meantime sinking 
was proceeded with, and it was not long before the engine was required. It was 
in 1872 that pumping was commenced, and has gone on unceasingly ever since. 
For months there was no seeming abatement of the water, and it is a proof of the 
great estimation in which the mine was held by the directors that under such ad- 
verse circumstances they inc’eased the capital by 5000/. on three several occasions. 
Towards last spring the huge engine was going at the rate of 14 strokes a minute, 
and raising 80,000 gallons of water an hour. At the same time the bottom of the 
old shaft became dry, and the lead left by the old company came into sight. Still 
the capital became insufficient, and 3000/. more was added to it. 

It was this last addition that made the concern a success. The new ehaft is 
170 yards deep, and they are through the grit and on the lime foundation, driving 
a level which is expected to cut into a new lode every day. At the old shaft the 
lode is a flat one, running from east to west, and of a first-class character, being 
l yard thick. It has already been proved to be 7 yards wide, and a level is 
being driven through it in a southerly direction, in order to prove its actual width. 
The manager is now erecting a winding engine at this shaft, also crushing and 
washing machines at the new shaft, where it is intended to bring all the ore for 
dressing. Several tons of ore are lying at the bottom of the shaft awaiting the 
completion of the winding-engine, and the whole of the works are being carried 
on vigorously. At the meeting at Liverpool it was determined, in order to carry 
out some recommendations of Capt. Wasley’s in driving some new cross-cuts to 
open a large piece of new and very promising ground to increase the capital of 
the company by 7000/., so that it will henceforth stand at 45,0v0/ ; and the share- 
holders were so well pleased with Capt. Wasley’s management during the last slx 
years that they voted him an increase of salary. In acknowledging this recogni- 
tion of his services he remarked that their vrospects were indeed very good now, 
and he hoped and beiievsd that they would be able to set the district all afloat again 
during the coming spring. 


2CHOES FROM THE MINING MARKET, 


The Mining Market is beginning to show signs of the season of the 
year in restricted business and lower quotations, Dulness is parti- 
cularly observable among tin shares, althouzh, perhaps, other causes 
also conduce to their weakness. In the first place, the result of the 
Banca sale, whatever influence these sales may have, asa rule, upon 
tin, must tend to create lower prices; in the second place, the conditions of our home 
standards are far from satisfactory, as they look as if likely to drop still lower ; and 
in the third, unsatisfactory news comes from Australia as to the probability of in- 
creased production from the colony. The 23,000 slabs (about 700 tons) offered at 
the Banca sale realised a price equal to about 86/. 5s. per ton laid down in London 
against 89/. 15s. at the previous sale in September. The deliveries of foreign tin in 
London during last month were 875 tons, imports into London 1232 tons, whilst 
the stock is computed at close upon 6000 tons. The London market is dull, with 
lower tendencies. The reports from Australia, alluded to above, are anything but 
cheering for our home mines. It is stated that the north-east of Tasmania has an 
immense bed of stream tin, and that valuable veins of ore have been discovered in 
the north-west. Many thousands of acres of ground have been taken up. In the 
Hobart Town Mercury it is stated that. the present Australian summer will be a 
busy one in the tin fields, and the ore appears to be inexhaustible. These state- 
ments may, of course, prove to be to some extent overdrawn, but it is evident that 
there is plenty of vigour remaining among our colonial mining brethren, and it 
will be as well for us to be prepared for increased imports next year. 

There is no doubt that much has already been done in Cornwall towards reducing 
costs in procuring materials, &c., at the lowest possible prices and cutting down ex- 
penditure everywhere. Much, too, may be done in the future in the application of 
machinery to boring, and to other departments where manual labour is now used ; 
but still more must be done if our mines are to continue to hold theirown. Itwould 
be of great importance to adventurers, and really in the end for the best interests 
of the mineral lords, if the scale of dues was now submitted to a general revision. 
It is a fact, we believe, that the mines cannot afford in the present times to pay 
dues originally calculated at a period when Cornish mining was in a flourishing 
condition, and oem | a monopoly. The whole subject is one that should have 
the earnest attention of those immediately concerned, and as such we commend it 
to their consideration. The copper market is dull, and the standard has again de- 
clined. We have not heard of any particular change in lead, and coal remains 
steady. The colliery share market has been fairly supported, and an enquiry has 
existed for Thorp’s Gawber Hall shares. In Cardiff and Swansea there is but little 
doing at the moment, and Chapel House show a decline on the week, the present 
price being 334 to 354. A few enquiries have been made for Littledean shares 
(Forest of Dean), but we are not able to record any transactions having taken place. 
West Mostyn preference are occasionally dealt in, but the demand for some time 
has been languid. 

The tollowing will be found the principal news of the week from Cornwall :— 
Dolcoath is looking extremely well, and the bottom of the mine still continues to 
be the richest part—a fact of the utmost importance. Thelodeiu the engine-shaft 
sinking below the 326 is worth 120/. per fathom, and several other points are rich 
in tin. East Pool shares have been sought after, but we have not heard of any 
improvement at the mine. The official liquidator of North Crofty will shortly 
make a call on the contributories of the company, on the application of one of the 
largest creditors. Great Vor shares continue in demand, the lode in West Metal 
shaft looking well, and improving. Other points maintain their values. The Corn- 
wall China-Clay Company is to be wound up. This, we believe, was a 8t. Columb 
company. A sale of 36 tons of silver-lead ore has just taken place at Old Treburgett. 
The price realised was 26/. 1s. 6d. per ton. Spearn Moor has a debit balance of 
844/. No call has been made. At the last meeting the adverse balance was 610/. 
During the quarter 221% tons of tin have been sold, at an average price of 44/. 5s. 2d. 
per ton, less dues, realising 951/.; copper, 28/.; sundries, 7/.: total, 987/. On the 
other hand—labour, 817/, ; materials, 80/. ; coals (averaging at port 14s. 6d. per ton), 
152/.: total, 11047. Loss on working, 117/. The adverse balance at the previous 
meeting was reduced by a call of 1/. per share (realising 383/. net), to 227/. The 
accounts are fully detailed. The mine has been working 35 years, during which 
time 132,953/. has been spent and 132,610/. received. 

In the 8t. Ives district gloominess prevails, owing to the stoppage at Rosewall 
Hill, which we stated in our last remarks will very prejudicially affect the mines 
in the locality. Although St. Ives Consols, with the few men it has now at work, 
is looking well, it is expected all operations may shortly be suspended. Wheal 
Cunning has a loss of 500/. on sixteen weeks’ working to July 10, and a call of 
5/. per share has just been made; for the last three months, however, the loss has 
not exceeded 30/. per month. Capt. Boyns speaks very hopefully of the prospects, 
and explains that the loss of 500/. on the accounts is more apparent than real, the 
actual amount being nearer 150/. We think the accounts might be brought up 
closer, Every effort will be made at Wheal Peevor to sink the engine-shaft below 
the 60, so as to drive another level. The various points valued are worth in the 
aggregate 192/. per fathom. South Caradon has made a profit of 1739/. on three 
months’ working. The credit balance, with 2046/. brought into the accounts, was 
3784/., out of which a dividend of 2/. per share (1024/.) has been declared, leaving 
2203/. to carry forward. The copper ore sold during the three months realised 
10,595’. Capt. Holman gave an excellent report, and stated that recently a good 
side !ode had been intersected in the eastern part of the sett, which has a good ap- 
pearance, and that ‘‘ the mine throughout continues to present features of a pleas- 
ing and cheering character.” Operations have been commenced in West Caradon 
ground. We are all glad to see this old bal in such a flourishing condition.

CRUSHING ORES.—The invention of Messrs, WARRAN and ELLIs, 
of Tavistock, relates to improv ts in the arrang t and construction of the 
cylinders and vaives of stampers for crushing and pulverising ores, where such 
stampers are worked in pairs and driven by steam or other fluid pressure. By 
these improvements one valve only is required to work a pair of stampers, t 
saving in the cost of construction is effected, and a greater amount of work is ob- 
tained with a less consumption of fuel than hitherto. The invention also relates 
to an improvement in the construction of the coffers of stampers. 


IMPROVED BoGiE EnGinEs.—The invention of Mr. R. F. Farrurr, 
of Victoria-street, Westminster, relates to the mode or means of supplying or con- 
veying steam from the boiler to the engines of the bogie trucks, and consists in carry- 
ing the steam pipe or pipes from the bottom of the dome down either through the 
centre of the boiler, or bent round the boiler tubes, and out at the bottom of the boiler 
pee the bogie centre, below which the pipe is connected by a joint to a hori- 
zontal pipe going direct to the steam chest on the bogie truck. By this means 
only a single joint is required, and a comparatively short length of the pipe is ex- 
posed to the atmosphere.
